Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


-On assuming the duties of presiding officer of the. House: per- 
mit me, in pursuance of a time-honored’ custom, and in. accordance 
with my own grateful feelings, to return. you my profound acknowl- 
edgements for the distinction you kaye conferred upon me, in se- 
lecting me to preside over your deliberations. For this ‘distin- 
guished honor ] am profoundly gratefal, and I accent it. with is 
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liveliest emotions. To be thus selected, by the free and unsolic- 
ited suffrages of the representatives of a million of freemen, to 
preside over their legislative deliberations, is indeed an honor that 
might gratify the ambition of those having greater aspirations 
than myself. j 

" And, gentlemen, flattering as would be this distinguished mark 
of your kindness and partiality, on an ordinary meeting of a leg- 
islative body, it is not the less appreciated by the present recipient 
of your generous confidence, because conferred on the first assem- 
blage of the representatives of our gallant State in this new and 
magnificent Capitol—this splendid hall—which the liberality and 
patriotism of our predecessors have prepared for us. This occa- 
sion, indeed, forms an era in our political history. 

Althongh Tennessee, in wealth and population is, perhaps, the 
fifth State in the brilliant galaxy of our glorious Union, and, al- 
though the chivalry of her sons and political renown of her states- 
men, form among the brightest pages of our country's history, her 
legislature now, for the first time, meets in her own proud Capitol. 
To be thus chosen by her representatives at such an era, is indeed 
a compliment of which any might be proud. 

You will, doubtless, gentlemen, in addition to the parliamentary 
common law, adopt rules for your government as a legislative 
body. It will then be my duty, as your presiding officer, to ad- 
minister that law and enforce those rules. Jt is the further duty 
of the presiding officer to preserve order and decide questions of 
parliamentary law as they may arise in the progress of business. 
The former duty, according to my limited experience, has to be 
rarely exercised by the Speaker of a Tennessee House of Repre- 
tentatives. But in a government like ours, which has no parallel 
in the world’s vast history, where freedom of discussion by the 
people’s representatives is protected, as indeed it should be by the 
broad mantle of a constitutional guaranty of members sometimes, 
in thé honest and patriotic advocacy of a favorite measure, so far, 
though unintentionally, transcend the rules of débate as to require 
the interposition of the presiding officer to preserve order. This, 
is, perhaps, the most important duty incident to the position you 
have assigned me, but fortunately, for the Speaker, occasions for 
its exercise are of rure occurrence. 

These things are recurred to to show that the chair, although a 
position of honor and distinction, is not without its difficulties and 
embarrassments. And, gentlemen, in the discharge of these duties 
] must rely upon your friendly aid and throw myself on your gen- 
erous forbearance. 

Indeed, gentlemen, with my comparatively limited experience, 
however flattering the compliment, I should shrink from the duties 
of the chair, did I not have a guaranty of your kind forbearance 
- and generous aid in the voluntary and unsolicited support you 
‘have just given me. Without the aid and assistance of members, 
no presiding officer can enforce rules or preserve order; and with 
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their generous co-operation, his duties, though sometimes unpleas- 
ant, are comparatively. easy. 

Further, gentlemen, parliamentary laws and rales for the gov- 
ernment of legislative bodies are based upon the same broad, im- 
mutable principles of republicanism upon which rest all constitu- 
tions and laws m a free country—the protection of the weak 
against the strong, the few against the many. I hold it, therefore, 
to be the duty of a Speaker to administer the law and enforce the 
rules with an eye single to the general good and the speedy dis; 
patch of public business, without reference to his personal friend- 
ships or party predilections. So long, therefore, as I have the 
honor of occupying the chair, I pledge myself to faithfully dis- 
charge this duty. 

And confidently relying-upon your hearty co- operation in the 
discharge of my varied duties, and the prompt dispatch.of the pub- 
lic business, that we may speedily return home to our “wives, dear 
sweethearts and friends," I again thank you for the distinguished 
honor you have conferred upon me.

It is not my purpose,;nór do 1 deem this & proper -occasióri: to 
point out all the.causés which have contributed ‘to the :»present.un- 
paralleled"prosperity of the countrys. but I: "may be. 'allowéd. to 
state that, by f pu d most patant ‘and HHHaengat ‘of these 
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causes is to he found in the inventions and discoveries by which 
the power of steam has been successfully applied in the rapid 
transmission and interchange of all the varied products of indus- 
try, both by sea and land. While the locomotive, the river, and 
the lake have multiplied the facilities and profits of internal trade 
and intercourse to an incalculable extent, the same power has suc- 
cessfully contended with the winds and tides of the great -ocean, 
and in a proportionate degree extended the advantages of our 
foreign commerce. The discovery of the gald mines of Califar- 
nia, and the sound basis afforded by their abundant yield to -oue 
monetary syatem, may be justly regarded as having had a power- 


ful agency in bringing about the present extraordinary activity | 


and success in our commercial and industrial -enterprizes. The 
increased tide of foreign emigration, supplying thousands of skill- 
ful artizans to be employed iu the various branches of manufae- 
turing industry, and of laborers to carry on the public works, has 
doubtless had an important and quickening influence in the same 
direction. These causes, aided by theinvigorating spirit of a 
free system of government, fostered and promoted by the preva- 
lence of universal peace, combined with other causes of less im- 
portance which might be enumerated, have created a new era, 
and enabled the country in the last few years to take a spring 
forward which-has astonished the nations of the old world. 

What is to be the duration of this rapid-movement in the road 
to a still higher prosperity, I will not undertake to conjecture or 
calculate. Some limitation there must be—some proportion to 
existing meang.and resources must, in the nature of things, be ob- 
served in the steps or degrees by which any country can safely 
advance to wealth and power; but unless we shall becomentoxi- 
cated by past success, and rush recklessly into new, ill-considered 
and impracticable enterprizes—unless the national councils shall 
depart from the long-established policy of the country, in securing 
the blessings of peace without compromising the national honor— 
unless a sound discretion shall cease to control the apirit of enter- 
_ prise and the chord by which the credit system, invented to antici- 
pate future and contingent resources, is suspended, shall he over- 
strained, and.above ali, while we continuein the unalterable faith 
and determination io uphold the Federal Constitution and the 
Union, I do not see that we may not hope, under Divine Provi- 
dence, to enjoy:a jong career of continued and stil increasing

$ But it is my more appropriate province to address you npon the 


condition and prospects ofthe State of Tennessee. Many of the. 
sister States of the Union have been more upon the alert in avail- 


ing themselves of the advantages and facilities of railroad com- 


munications, and may, therefore, justly claim a pre-eminence in. 


the scale of progress; but by the enlightened policy of your pre- 
decessors in the encouragement and patronage extended to incor- 
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porated companies, each of the three natural divisions of the State 
may justly look forward to the time when, by the completion of 
our projected system of internal improvements, they will be put in 
connexion by railroad with every State in the Union, save’ only 
California, and even with that remote State, when the Pacific 
Railroad shall be constructed—a projeet which may well be re- 
garded as the grandest of the age, and one not less important and 
essential to the protection of ‘the Paeifie coast, in a military point 
of view, than to the successful and full development of the re- 
sources of the whole country. In the mean time, and when but . 
a small proportion of the railway connexions contemplated with- 
in our limits is completed and in operation, und their benefits but 
partially developed, it is pleasing to observe the effect of the 
fresh stimulus thereby imparted to every branch of industry and 
enterprize. It is well known that the State of Tennessee, setting 
aside its insular position, possesses natural resources and elements 
of prosperity in its fine medium climate, its fertile soil, its incal- 
culable mineral riches, inferior to none, and superior to most of 
the States of the Union; and when her progress from the first fee- 
ble but daring settlement of the white man in her borders, not 
dating further back than the ordinary limit of human existence to 
the present moment, is considered—when she can number more 
than a million of inhabitants, it may well excite our pride, and chal- . 
lenge general admiration. Yet much remains to be done in 
amending and perfecting her institutions when they are found by 
experience to be defective, in providing the means of educational 
and intellectual advancement, and in sustaining and completing 
her system of internal improvements already begun, by providing 
against future embarrassment, and éstablishing the public credit 
upon a sure foundation. These are great trusts. They are now 
committed to you as the constituted representatives of the people, 
and whether we look to the preservation of the elevated position : 
which the State already enjoys—a position achieved by thé wis- 
dom of thosé who have gone before us, or to what may be right- 
fully expected in providing by proper guaranties, for the onward 
and prosperous course of the State, in future, it may be truly af-. 
firmed, that at no prior period in our history have the members 
of the Legislature met together to consult for the common weal, 
under cireumstances imposing obligations so high and responsible. 
The state of the finances and the public debt will doubtless at- 
tract your early attention. The receipts derived from all sources 
for the two years terminating on the Ist of October, 1853, were 
$1,202,046 30; while the expenditure for the same period amount- 
ed to $1,218,387 28, showing an expenditure greater than the 
receipts. It will be for you to inquire, after full reports shall be 
made to you by the Comptroller, whether any deficit shall appear, 
and, if any, what measures it will be expedient to adopt in order 
to supply it. ; l 
The total value of the taxable property of the State, reported to 
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the Comptroller, as assessed by the Revenue Commissioners for 
the year 1852, is stated to be $186,620,119, exhibiting an average 
value of lands at $3 84 per acre, and of slaves, at $547 25. Al- 
though these rates of value are above those of former years, yet 
there is much reason to apprehend that the returned value of both 
slaves and lands, in many sections of the State, are far below 
their actual values, and as these constitute the principal sources 
of revenue, I recommend that your earnest. attention be given to 
the subject, and that proper measures be adopted to enforce the 
faithful execution of existing laws. Independent of the effect 
upon the revenue, this inequality of taxation, as between the tax 
payers in the different counties and sections, which is exhibited, 
is not proper to be tolerated, and calls for correction. l 

The publie debt, exclusive of current charges, andthe evidences 
of which consist of bonds issued by authority of the State, and 
bonds endorsed by the State, of certain companies, amounts to 
$5,746,856 66. These bonds were issued, bearing various rates 
of interest, that is to say, five and one-fourth per cent. internal 
improvement bonds amounting to$213,416 66; five per cent. 
bonds issued on same account,$1,838,440 00; six per cent. bonds 
issued to the Bank of Tennessee, $1,000,000; five per cent. bonds 
issued to the Union Bank, $250,000: being $125,000 less than the 
last statement—this last amount having been redeemed by pay- 
ment since the last session of the Legislature; six per cent. bonds 
issued for building the Capitol, $500,000; six per cent. bonds is- 
sued under the act of 1849—50, and under the acts of the last Leg- 
islature, and loaned to various rail and plank road companies, 
$1,095,000 00; six percent. bonds of the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga Railroad Company, endorsed by the State, $850,000. I 
refer you to the report of the Comptroller for information as to the 
periods at which the above bonds respectively become due. It is 
proper to state that of the above amount of bonds there have 
been issued since the last session of the Legislature to the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad Company, under the act of the 11th 
February, 1852, $400,000 00; to the plank road company from 
Dyersburg to the Mississippi river, $25,000 00; the East Tennes- 
see and Virginia Railroad Company, under the act of the 15th 
January, 1852, to aid in the eonstruction of bridges on the road, 
$300,000 00; to the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany, under the acts of the 4th and 26th February, 1852, to aid 
in the completion ef the road, $20,000 00; for completing the State 
Capitol, $250,000 00; and that the bonds of the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga Railroad Company, within the same period, have been 
endorsed under the act of 1847—8, to the amount of $250,000 00, 
—an equal amount having been endorsed by my predecessor, un- 
der the same act. Bonds of the same company have been endors- 
ed under the act of the last session of the Legislature to the 
amount of $350,000 00. 

It is proper, also, to observe that, although for the payment of 
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the interest on, and for the ultimate redemption of, a considerable 
| portion of the bonds above stated, as constituting the public debt, 
| the State is only contingently liable, yet that the public credit 
| may in no possible event sustain a’shock, it will be the part of 
i wisdom to make ample provision against such a result. 

To meet the liabilities of the State of every description, includ- 
ing existing and accruing charges, in addition to the balance now 
on hand in the Treasury, amounting to the sum of $206,431 86, 
the means and sources of revenue belonging to the State are, in 
the Bank of Tennessee, $1,000,000, of stock and $1,853,209 55 of 
the surplus revenue, deposited by the United States Government 
| with the State, which may be properly regarded as means of the 

State, and $625,600 00 of stock in the Union Bank. Each of 
these Banks pays semi-annual dividends of about four per cent., . 
and the stock of each is regarded as at par value. The Bank of 
Tennessee appears to have been successfully managed during the 
last. two years, and is believed to be in a sound condition; but as 
the State owns the entire amount of the capital stock in this bank, 
and has a very large amount invested in the stocks of both the 
Union and Planters’ Banks, I recommend that a careful and rigid 
scrutiny be instituted into, the condition and management of 
each of them. i ; ee -" 

Besides Bank stock, the State owns stock in Turnpike Com- 
panies, andin the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company 
to the amount of $2,028,856 66. Several-of these pay dividends. 
For information as to what extent this source of revenue is availa- 
oe the present time, I refer you to the report of the Comp- 
troller. 

As a further support to the public credit, it should be stated that 
for the whole amount advanced by the State in the way of loans 
in bonds of the State issued to Railroad Companies, or by endorse- 
ment of bonds of the Companies, amounting altogether to the 
sum of $1,945,000, and constituting a large proportion of the 
whole amount of the public liabilities, ample indemnity and secu- 
rity are provided by mortgages upon the entire roads and proper- 
ty of the respective companies. 

By an act of the former session of the Legislature, authority was 
given to the Bank of Tennessee, with the advice of the Governor, 
to sell the stock held by the State in the Union and Planters’ Banks. 
It was not deemed advisable, or for the public interest, that the sale 
should be made. l : 

All questions connected with Banks and Banking operations 
are of difficult solution, but it appears to me that the principle 
upon which free banks or voluntary associations for banking pur- 
poses, under certain regulations, were aüthorized by the act of the 
| last session of the Legislature, is a sound. one, and that its provis- 

lons should be further sanctioned and continued. It gives to the 
note holder—the class of persons most likely to suffer—a perfect | 
security against loss, while other creditors are on no worse foot- 
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ing than the creditors of other banks. So far, the experiments 
under the late act have been successful and useful to the people. 
The following banks upon the above principle are now in opera- 
tion. The Exchange Bank of Murfreesborough with a capital in 
bonds filed with the Comptroller, as directed by law, of $89.583: ^ 
the Bank of Knoxville, with a capital of 50,000; the Bank of 
Nashvile with a capital of $70,000; and the Bank of Memphis 
with a capital of $50,000. 

In view of the great advantages, social and commercial, of rail- 
roads on great lines of communication between this and other states 
of the Union, and believing that the credit and resources of the 
State will be ample to meet any increased liabilities which you in 
your wisdom may think proper to authorize, I recommend to your 
particular and favorable consideration the projected Blue Ridge, 
the Nashville and Henderson, and the Tennessee Central Rail- 
road, and that:the same encouragement be extended to these en- 
terprizes which has been afforded to other companies in the State. 

he Blue Ridge road contemplated is upon the route of the old 
Charleston and Cincinnati Railroad. Since that road was origi- 
nally projected, the experience of twenty years has only served to 
strengthen the views then entertained of the expediency and nec- 
essity of that connexion. 

The importance to the well being of the whole community of 
the establishment of a system of Common Schools upon a broad 
and firm basis, one which shall secure to the children of every citi- 
zen the benefits of a judicious course of instruction, is so obvious, 
and I trust at this day, so generally appreciated, that it is un- 
neecssary for me to press the subject upon your consideration. 

In connexion with this subject, I would suggest that a rigid in- 
quiry should be made into the present condition of the school lands 
and the disposition of the proceeds of them in the several counties; 
also, whether the laws authorizing the sale of them have been 
faithfully complied with. : 

Itis not alone in a material or physical point of view, that the 
State may be said to be in a prosperous condition. The highest 
and most satisfactory evidence exists that there is a more general 

: diffusion of knowledge, and that it has its influence upon the moral 
sentiments and affections of the people. Nothing could be more 
conclusive upon this point than the liberal patronage which by leg- 
islative grants has been bestowed of late upon those noble charities 
of the State, the institutions for the Deaf and Dumb and for the 
Blind; but more especially the Hospital for the Insane. These 
are objects which in every enlightened community commend 
themselves to universal favor and support; and we find, so far as 
I am informed, not a murmur of complaint against the policy 
pursued by your predecessors in sanctioning them. 

The institution for the education of the Deaf and Dumb a! 
Knoxvilleis successful and prosperous. For more particular in 
formation in regard to the application of the fund appropriated by 
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the last Legislature for the completion of the buildings and en- 
larging the grounds, and its condition in other respects, I refer you 
to the report of the Board 'of Trustees to be made to your body. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, a handsome and com- 
modious structure has been erected at Nashville for the Blind, and 
well adapted to its-object. Theoriginal design of the building has 
not, however, been fully carried out, and I recommend that an ad- 
equate appropriatien be made for that purpose, and for the sup- 
pert «of this institution and the Deaf and Dumb Institution at 

Knoxville, for the next two years. 
_ The Hospital for the Insane does credit to the State. Under 
the superintendance.of the present humane, skillful und able Phy- 
-ician, assisted by the counsels of an enlightened Board of Trus- 
tees, this institution maybe compared favorably with the best con- 
ducted establishments of the kind in the other States. When the 
buildings are eompleted upon the original plan, it will accommo: 
date two hundred and fifty patients. Now only about one hundred 
can-be admitted to its benefits. By the last census it appears 
that there are 450 lunatics in the State, and it is believed there 
are many more not enumerated, and 1 therefore earnestly advise 
that.further provision be made for extending the accommodations 
of this most interesting establishment according to the original 
plan; and in addition te the amount required for its ordinary sup- 
"port, an increased appropriation be made for the support of a 
larger number of indigent patients than are now provided for. 
The employment of a Chaplain, under a liberal salary, to visit the 
patients, especially on the Sabbath day, and to impart to such of 
them as may be ina condition to receive it, religious instruction, 
would be an appropriate extension of the plan of this great pnb- 
lic-charity. 

3 invite-your attention to the importance of some alterations and. 
additions in the modes now in operation for the punishment of 
crime. 

‘Under the admirable management of the present humane and 
gentlemanly Keeper of the Penitentiary, its profits have been in- 
creased; and its condition is in every respect improved and excel- 
lent, so far as the present extent and capacity of the building will 
admit. it was originally projected upon a scale sufficient only for 
the admission of 200 inmates, but upwards of 240 are now crowd- 
ed into it. The large number of convicts now employed upon 
the work about the capitol will, in no great length of time, have to 
"ind labor within the walls of the prison, and there will not be 
room for them. it seems therefore, that it will be necessary to 
establish a new or second Penitentiary, or to enlarge upon the 
plan of the old one. ifa new one be thought advisable, 1 would 
recommend that it be established in some other section of the 
State—in the Eastern or Western division of it. I further recom- 
mend that a department be provided or that some addition be 
made to the existing penitentiary buildings, for the admission and 
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accommodation of female convicts. Now, no separate apartment 
exists for females, nor can they be employed usefully, or kept 
without great expense until such provision shall be made. Nor 
can I forbear to urge upon your consideration the propriety of so 
directing the labour of the convicts as to conflict as little as possi- 
ble with the interests of that large and most respectable class of 
our citizens who are employed in the mechanic arts. 

The excess of convicts might be relieved to some extent, if pro- 
vision were made for the punishment of petit larceny, by confine- 
ment in the county prisons. The discipline of these prisons 
might be greatly improved if they were required to be so con- 
structed or enlarged as to furnish suitable apartments or grounds 
for the employment of the inmates in some useful labor—the labor 
to be compulsory in the case of petty offenders not admitted into 
the Penitentiary, and voluntary on the part of those whose im- 
prisonment is upon accusation only and to receive their persons 
for trial. There can be little doubt that all the prisoners would pre- 
fer to labor. The profits of the labor of such of the inmates as 
should be acquitted of the offences with which they were charged 
should, of course, be paid over to them on their discharge; while 
the profits of others would go to diminish the expense of the 

rison. 

à There is another defect is our system of criminal punishment, 
which, it seems to me, calls for correction. Persons both male 
and female, of tender years are often convicted of crimes of some 
enormity, but it has been generally deemed expedient to pardon 
them for the first offence, rather than pen them up in the State 
prison with the most depraved adult felons—trusting to their 
voluntary reformation ; but it too often happens that, in the ab- 
sence of proper paternal interest, many of them, having no parents 
living, enter again into the practice of crime. To remedy this 
evil, I suggest the propriety of establishing a house of correction 
for such offenders, male and female, in which they can be kept 
employed in learning some useful trade, and, under proper super- 
vision and instruction, their morals be more likely reformed. 

I suggest for your consideration whether the interests of Ag- 
riculture and Mining in this State, especially in view of the many 
late discoveries of properties in a great variety of soils not known 
to agriculturists generally, would not be greatly advanced by an 
agricultural and: geological survey of the State to be made by a 
competent geologist appointed for that purpose. 

Some hew provisions of law are necessary for the preservation 
of the public arms. They are likely to become wholly worthless 
by the careless manner‘in which they are kept. Your special at- 
tention is respecttully called to this subject. 

The amendments to the constitution voted upon at the recent 
election, will demand your attention. The amendments proposing 
the establishment of several new counties, failed to receive the 
requisite number of votes. Theamendment in relation to the elec- 
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tion by the people of Judges and Attorneys General, although 
some doubts have been expressed, has, it is believed, received 
the required sanction of the people. In that event it will be your 
duty to consider of the proper time and mode of carrying this new 
provision of the constitutioninto effect. 

In connexion with this subject, it seems to be a most auspicious 
and appropriate time for increasing the salaries of the Judges of 
the Supreme, Chancery and Cirenit Courts. Their ealaries are 
inadequate to the responsible and important services they per- 
form. The bench should be filled by the ablest and most experi- 
enced members of the bar and salaries given that would eom- 
mand their services. The price of property and wages of labor 
of every kind has greatly advanced, while the salaries of our 
judges have been stationary for near twenty years. The salary 
of the Governor was increased to $3000 by the last Legislature 
without any addition to his labors; the law however does not go 
into operation until my successor shall be qualified. The labors of 
the Judges are far greater than those required. of the Governor; in 
truth they aretwenty fold more onerous—requiring far higher qual- 
ifieations. Yet the Judges of the Supreme Court receive but 
$1800 a year, and the Chancellors and Circuit Jndges but $1500 a 
year; and it seems to be but sheer justice that the salaries of these 
most valuable officers, should be increased. 

I was directed by anact of the last Legislature, to cause certain 
bonds of the state to be renewed, that were issued without cou- 
pons attached, and in conformity with that law there have been 
renewed 1134 bonds bearing interest at 5 per cent, and 154 bonds 
at 54 per cent. interest, each of one thousand dollars with coupons 
attached. The old bonds in lieu of which these were issued, are 
cancelled and on file in the office of the Secretary of State. The 
sum of $660 has been paid by the State for engraving the plate 
and for blaik bonds, and there has been received. from those 
having their bonds renewed the sum of $315,.

Since the last session of the "Legislature, the Hon. Naruax GREEN 
resigned his office as one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
the State, and I appointed Rozerr L. ‘Cazuranrs to fill the vacancy. 
Hon. THOMAS Maney, Judge of the Circuit Court for the 6th Cir- 
cuit, also resigned his office, which I filled by. the appointment of 
Natuanten Baxrer. On the resignation of Wiruiaw L. MARTH, 
as Attorney General for the 5th District, I appointed James L. 
Scupper to fill the vacancy, and Grorce Braprorp to fill the va- 
cancy in the office of Attorney General of the 6th District, caused 
by the resignation of Robert C. Foster 3d. Tuomas H. CALLOWAX 
having resigned the office of Register of the Ocoee District, 1 ap- 
pointed James S. Braprorp to fill the vacancy. 

The Hon. Cuartes F. Kern, Judge of the 3d Judicial Circuit, 
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resigned his office. to take effect on the 3d day of October, 1853. 
This vacancy | have not filled, because it‘will occur during the 
session of your body, and I refer it to your consideration, for such 
action as you shall deem proper. 

Having pointed your attention to à few of the subjects which 
appeared of sufficient importance to. receive a: special notice fron: 
me, it might be expected that before closing this communication, 
I would, according te a usage, not uncommon of late, briefly ex- 
plore the field of national polities; but I shall net do so. Our 
admirable political system is «uch—the respective powers and du- 
ties of the Sta'e and National Governments being so wisely sep- 
arated and divided, assigning to the ene the regulation and con- 
trol of all the great interestswhieh concern the States combined 
in a Federal Union, and to the other the regulation of the inter- 
ests equally, and, if possible, of still greater importance, con- 
nected with their respective, separate and distinctive internal 
policy—their laws, their judicatures, their internal improvements 
and educational systems, their charitable and all other institutions 
and objects of State concern—that, at the present period, there is 
no sufficient cause to invoke your special attention to any sub- 
ject other than those over which, by the Constitution, you have 
the exclusive control. Those subjects, 1 am persuaded, you will 
deem of sufficient interest and magnitude to give full scope to 
your faculties and fill up all your time. There have been times, 
and they may again arise, when it muy be not only proper, but an 
imperative duty, for the State Legislatures to discuss with free- 
dom and to boldly announce their opinions and sentiments upon 
national questions, but l perceive no occasion at present for the 
exercise of this right and privilege. The storm of sectional pas- 
sion and agitation which swept over the country, and for a time, 
created some alarm for the safety of our institutions, has happily 
subsided. Itistrue that factions still exist in the. country, which 
continue to plot the overthrow of the Federal Constitution, or to 
change or render abortive same of its mest essential guargntees; 
but such factions, whether headed by fanatical reformers or politi- 
cal aspirants, who, uader the simulation of honest sympathy, 
but without any principle, are ever ready to sacrifice their country 
to their ignoble ambition, will always exist. They are the inevita- 
ble attendants of every system of government. Sectional inter- 
ests and prejudices may, under our system, oceasionally impart 
to them a formidable aspect; but they will be successfully resisted 
until the great body ot the people shall no longer possess the in- 
telligence to discern their own true interests, and become reckless 
and insensible alike to the prosperity and glory of the country. 

Fortunately there exists in Tennessee-no such sectional feeling, 
no such divisions of sentiment upon the great questions which have 
of late disturbed the councils of some of the other States, as will 
be likely to interrupt your deliberations, or divert your attention 
from the ordinary and more legitimate subjects committed to your 
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charge. Every:‘attendant circumstance seems propitious to a pa- 
triotic and successful prosecution of your labors: The inaugura- 
tion of the new Capitol—a structure doing equal honor to the skill 
and genius of the Architect and to the public spirit inspired by 
free institutions—is appropriately celebrated by the assembling 
of the Legislature for the first time within its spacious halls. All - 
around, yoi have daily presented to your view and contemplation. 
models of all that is pure and beautiful in architectural taste, com- 
bined with utility—all that is orderly, harmonious and proportion- 
ate—all that is durable and grand—fit types of all that is pure, 
wise and excellent in legislation. 

May your proceedings be characterized by similar order, har- 
mony and dignity, and all that you shall accomplish in the dis- 
charge of the important duties assigned you by your constituents, 
be equally useful and durable in elevating the character and ad- 


vancing the prosperity of your country.

The enquiry now is, not as to the character of the proposed: 


amendments of the Constitution, or whether or not they are de- 


manded by the country; or whether or^not they are founded in `: 


wise or unwise policy. These are questions with which it is ap-> 
prehended we have, nothing to do. The question to be considered, 


is one of more serious import, and one of vital importance to the, ` 


country; not only so because of its reference to the amendments - 


which have been’ proposed and voted upon, but more especially 
so, because of the principle involved and the effect which its set- 
tlement is destinéd to have upon the country—involving as it is 
believed it does, the very principles which lie at the foundation, 
and form the main pillar and support of all free governments, as 
declared and recognized by the Ist section of the Bill of Rights 
which is incorporated into, and made a part of, the Constitution of

our State; and declares that “all power is inherent in'the people, . 


and all free governments are founded upon this authority; and 
involving as it is believed it does, the maintenance and preserva-: 


* 


tion of the government, and the fundamental laws of thé land, as ~~ 


they have been formed and spoken into existence by the voice and’ 
have for their basis the, élearly expressed will of the majority of 
the people, against the assaults and opposition of the minority. | 
The 3rd section of Article 11, of the Constitution of the State, 
defines the means, or rather declares the mode by which that in- 
strument may be amended; andthe enquiry now is, have the re- 
cently proposed amendments thereto, been ‘approved and ratified 
by the people in accordance with the provisions of that section; for 
it is to be apprehended, no one would wish to over-ride the Con- 
stitution of the State in-his zeal for eithér or all of the ameénd- 
ments, or in his opposition thereto. Then the question depends. 
upon the construction to be- given to that part_of-said section” 
which i$ in these words: “And if the people shall approve and, 
ratify such amendment or amendments, by a majority of allthe- 


citizens of the State voting for Representatives, voting in their -’ 
favor, such amendment vr amendments shall become a part of this , 


Constitution.” Now let us, as becomes the ‘Representatives of 
freemen, with unprejudiced and untrammelled minds, under a fall 
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sense of the imposing obligations resting upon us, and with afull | ' 
appreciation of our duty to-our country, calmly investigate, and - 
-dispassionately consider this question.’ And I may be permitted to 
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express my trust, that this invocation will not be unheeded; for 
surely the subject is one which may command our attention, and 
upon which some of the ablest minds in the State are arrayed upon 
opposite sides. I believe that to constitute the proposed amend- 
ment a part of the Constitution, according to the provisions of the 
clauses in our Constitution before referred to, it is necessary that 
the same shall have been approved and ratified by a majority of 
all the citizens of the State entitled to vote for Representatives, 
voting in its favor. And this I believe to have been the intention 
of the framers of the Constitution, as the same appears upon the 
face of thatinstrument. It is true, there is at first blush a seem- 
ing plausibility in the argument of those who insist that a majority 
of those actually voting for Representatives, is all that is necessary 
for a compliance with the Constitution. But let it be borne in 
mind, that the qualification of electors, or voters, is fixed in noin- 
stance by our Constitution, except by the Istsection of Article 4th, 
which fixes the requisite qualifications of electors of members of 
the General Assembly. The 2nd section of Article 3rd, provides, 
“That the Governar shall be chosen hy the Electors of the mem- 
bers ol the General Assembly;” thereby fixing the qualifications 
of the electors of the Governor by reference to the qualifications 
of electors of members of the General Assembly. Section 1st of 
Article 7th, provides: “There shall be elected, in each county, by 
the qualified voters therein, one Sheriff, one Trustee, and one Reg- 
ister;” thereby, by use of the words “quatified voters,” the qualifi- 
cations of the electors of these oflieers, are fixed hy reference to 
the same section, which fixes the qualifications of electors of mem- 
bera of the General Assembly; and which is the only clause in the 
constitution which fixes the qualifications of' the voters in the elec- 
tion of the civil officers of the government. I am therefore con- 
atrained to believe that the words “voting for Representatives,” as 
they are used in section 3, of Article 11, were only designed and 
intended to fix the qualifications of the electors, or voters, upon the 
proposition to amend, without any reference to those actually vo- 
ting for Representatives. 

If the true construction be that the constitution requires only 
that a majotity of those actually voting for Representatives, shall 
vote for the proposed amendment, then we are driven into this ab- 
surd position, that none are entitled to vote even for the amend- 
ment, except those who actually vote for Representatives. And 
how can that question be determined. Although the citizen may 
desire to vote for the amendment, but not choosing to actually vote 
for representative, he is met at the polls and told that heis disfran- 
chised, anfi not permitted to vote upon the proposed amendment. 
Can it be that such a construction is to prevail? If it does, it then 
becomes a matter of very grave enquiry, whether under the 2nd 
section of Article 3rd of the constitution, the qualifications of the 
slectors of Governor, are not limited to those who shall actually 
zote for members of the General Assembly, Į say it will be a mat- 
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ter of grave enquiry, and a question of a very doubtfal cha~ 
acter. Y 

As a further argument to show the construction which, I e 
given to sec. 3 of Art 11, of the coristitutioti, is the true one, it 
will be observed, there is nothing in the constitution which re-; 
quires that the election for the proposed amendment shall be hold- 
én on the same day of the election for Representütives." Suppose, 
then, that the General Assembly at its last séssiUns as it certainly 
had the power to have done, had fixed upon some day in August, 
1852, for the élection upon the proposed amendment, equi-distant 
in point of time fiom two elections for Representatives; then by 
which election for Representatives, the one in August, 1851, just 
one year before, or the one in August, 1853, just one year after 
the election upon the amendment, would the fate of the amend- 
ment be détermined, if the construction that the constitution 
means a majority of those actüally voting for Representatives is 
to prevail? The vote for Representatives ih one election is larger 
than in the other; the vote for the amendment may have been’ in 
numbers between the two. Then I ask again, how will the fate of 
thé amendment be determined? The friends of the amendment 
would insist upon comparing the vóte upon the proposition to 
amend with the smaller vote, whilst those opposed to tlie amend- 
ment would with equal plausibility insist upon comparing the vote 
with the larger vote for Representatives; óne party insisting that 
the amendment had been ratifled; the otliér that it had been lost, 
and just herereference would be had to the Constitution itself, 
and it appealed to, to settle the question; but it is silent and refu- 
' ses tospeak, and wholly fails to guide to any conclusion; it does 
not point to one election any more than the other. Surely the 
framers of our constitution intended there should be some certain 
mode by which this questlon was to be settled, and they have as 
surely provided it, if the construction I have giveti to Sec. 3 of 
Art. 11, be the true one; which I believe to be so from the very 
necessity of the case, if for no other reason. If it be the true con- 
struction there will be no difficulty; but if the other be received 
as the true one, we are surrounded and hedged in upon all sides 
with insurmountable obstacles; upon every hand barriers rise up. 
in our paths and say to us, “thus far shalt thou come and no far- 
ther.  Again,if the construction that a majority of those actual- 
ly voting for Representatives is all that is necessary to change, 
alter, reform or abolish the present constitution, prevails, is it not 
fraught with danger to the best interests of the Government and 
the institutions under which we have been happy and prosperous, 
and grown in our greatness as a people, and is it not calculated 
in its tendency to undermine the foundation of this fair fabric, 
and to dry up the fountain of the life-blood of the tree of liberty 
itself? Will it not be virtually declaring that a free Government, 
which is made by the majority for their peace, welfare and happi- 
ness, may be abolished by the minority?—and not only so, but a 
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new one, or rather one of a different character, erected in its stead 
and over the heads and against the will of the majority?—and 
- that radical changes may be made in the character of the Govern- 
ment, or of the fundamental laws of the land, without the consent 
of the majority, and against their wil expressed by them in the 
only manner provided by law for them to do so? And in other: 
words, will it not be placing the majority in a free Government at 
the mercy of the minority? To show that these deductions are 
true, it will be borne in mind that those only who are in favor of 
the amendment actually vote upon the proposition to amend, those 
who are opposed to it remain silent, and are counted, or ought to 
be counted, as voting againstit. By remaining silent is the only 
mode they have appointed them by law of voting against the 
amendment. Then, if owing to indifference or apathy, or any one 
of the other thousand causes which may lay hold of and iafluence 
the publie mind in reference to the election of Representatives, 
‘the people fail to vote for Representatives, however much they'may 
be opposed to the proposed amendment, they are virtually disfran- 
chised, and have no means of voting against a proposition which 
they may believe to be most injurious to their rights, and in viola- 
tion of the genius and spirit of a free Government; and radical 
changes are made in their Government and the fundamental laws 
of the land, by a minority of the people. Can it be that the fra- 
mers of our constitution intended to place itin the power of the 
minoniy thus to overreach and set at defiance the will of the ma- 
jority $ l l 
Tt is conceded by all that the recently proposed amendments 
have not been approved by a majority of all the citizens .of the 
State entitled to vote for Representatives, by thousands, as is clearly 
shown to be true by comparing the vote for the proposed amend- 
ments with the census of 1850, even supposing our population 
not to have increased since that time. And being of the opinion, 
that in order the proposed amendment shall become part of the 
constitution, it must be approved and ratified by a majority of all 
the citizens of the State entitled to vote for Representatives, voting 
in favor of the amendment and the proposition to amend.in refer- 
ence to the election of Judges and Attorneys General, and the for- 
. mation of certain new Counties'having failed to receive that ma- 
jority, with all due deference to the opinions of others, L beg leave 
to report, that said amendments have failed. i :

2d. It is the opinion of a majority of the committee that this 
Legislature has the right, and it is their duty, to pass a law pre- 
scribing the times and places of holding said elections of Judges 
and Attorneys General by the people. ^ 

3d. That this Legislature has the power to elect Judges and At- 
torneys General to fill vacancies that have occurred or that may 
occur during the present session of the General Assembly. 

4th. That Judges and Attorneys General, whose term of office 
expire at the end of the present session of this General Assembly, 
cannot continue to hold their offices until the election of those offi- 
cers by the people, (if said election by the people shall be fixed 
upon a day subsequent to the adjournment of this Legislature,) 
without a re-elction by this Assembly; and in accordance with the 
opinion above indicated, a majority of the committee have in- 
structed me to report the following resolutions, and recommend 
their adoption—to wit : 

Ist. Resolved, That the schedule to the proposed amendments 
tothe Constitution, recently acted on by the people of this State, 
is part and parcel of said amendments. 

2d. Resolved, That this Legislature has the power, and it is 
their duty to pass a law.prescribing the times and places of holding 
elections for Judges and Attorneys General by the people. 

3d. Resolved, That this Legislature has the power to elect 
Judges and Attorneys General to fill vacancies that have oceurred 
or that may occur during the present session of this. General As-

4th. Resolved, That Judges and Attorneys General, whose 
term of office expire at the close of the present session of this 
General Assembly cannot continue to hold their offices until the 
election of these officers by the people, (if said election by the 
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people shall be fixed upon a day subsequent to the adjournment of 
this Legislature,) without a re-election by this General Assembly.

Mr. Sykes, one of the committee on the Judiciary, submitted the 
following report : : 

The amendments in regard to the election of Judges and Attor- 
neys General by the people, having been ratified as the constitu- 
tion requires, are now a part of the constitution. The power of 
electing Judges and Attorneys has been taken from the Legislature 
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and conferred upon the people by the ratification of the amend- 
ments; and consequently, this General Assembly has no constitu- 
tional right to elect any of these officers, unless an act be passed 
under the 4th section of article 7th of the constitution, by the Gen- 
eral Assembly providing for the filling of all vacancies not other- 
wise provided for in the constitution. That part of the schedule 
which authorizes Judges and Attorneys General to hold their of- 
fices until the election of their successors by the people, applies 
only to those whose times of office would not expire before the 
election of these officers by the people, and that where any vacan- 
cies have occurred, or may occur before the election by the people, 
the filling of these vacancies must be provided for by an act of the 
present General Assembly, in compliance with the 4th section of 
article 7th of the constitution. 

Mr. Farrington, one ot the committee on the Judiciary, submit- 
ted the following report: 

The undersigned, a minority of the Judiciary eommittee, beg 
leave mostrespectfully to report their opinion upon the recent 
amendments to the constitution of the State. 

We do not agree in the opinion, that the present Legislature has 
the power to fix the time for the election of Judges and Attorneys 
General by the people. The schedule to the amendments which is 
unanimously regarded by our committee as à part of the amend- 
ments, says in express terms, that “the Legislature next elected 
after the ratification of the proposed amendments by the people,” 
shall have this power; and we know of no rule of interpretation 
by which we can construe the right to ourselves without a viola- 
tion of the clear and unambiguous language of the constitution. 

There are other points of interest arising out of these amend- 
ments, which this Legislature will have to decide, but there being 
no agreement upon them, we postpone a further expression for an- 
other opportunity. All of which is respectfully submitted, .

Mr. Sykes submitted the following report as one of the Joint 
Select Committee in reference to the ratification of the proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, which is in the words and figures 
following, to wit: 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: E 


The undersigned, being one of the Joint Select Committee, of 
the two Houses, to whom was referred the question whether the 
amendments to the constitution in reference to the election of 
Judges and Attorneys General by the people, and the formation of 
new counties had been ratified by the people, begs leave to submit 
the following report. 

It is conceived to be entirely unnecessary to enter into any ar- 
gument to show the importance of the question presented for the 
consideration of this House in regard to the ratification of the 
amendments to the constitution by the people. No one, it is pre- 
sumed, for à moment, entertains the opinion that the organie laws 
of a State ought tobe changed for light and trivial causes, or that 
any change in the constitution of the State ought to take place 
contrary to the wishes of a majority of the people of the State. 
But the question now presented for the consideration of this body, 
is, what are the means pointed out by the constitution itself, for 
ascertaining the will of a majority of the people of the State in 
reference to changes in our fundamental laws. ! It is.not for us, 
exercising merely legislative power under the constitution, to de- 
termine whether the method adopted by the framers of the consti- 
tution for ascertaining the popular will concerning amendments to 
the constitution, is the best that could have been suggested. 
That was a matter which appropriately belonged to the conven 
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tion which framed the present consti.ution, and it is our duty mere- 
ly to see that the requirements of the constitution are carried into 
effect, as was designed by the framers of that instrument. The 
constitution of the State in the 8rd section of the 11th article, re- 
quires amendments to the constitution before they can become 
part of thatinstrument, to be *approved and ratified by a majority 
of all the citizens of the State voting for Representatives, voting 
in their favor.” The only doubt that can ariseis, as to the mean- 
ing of the expression “a majority of all the citizens of the State 
: voting for Representatives” Does the language voting for Rep- 
resentatives, as used in the 8rd section article 11th, of our constitu- 
tion, mean those who actually vote, or does it mean those who are 
entitled to vote. To give to the expression, voting for represen- 
tatives, a construction which makes it mean those entitled to vote. 
seems to me to be placing a forced and unnatural construction up- 
on the language used, and would lead, as I shall proceed to show, 
to many serious and insurmountable difficulties. Itis not reason- 
able to suppose, that had the framers of the constitution intended 
by this clause, thatit should require a majority of all the citizens 
of the State entitled to vote for representatives to ratify amend- 
ments to the constitution, they would have used language which 
would have conveyed that idea, instead of using that which con- 
veys a totally distinct and different meaning. Íf we construe the 
language used in the constitution, to mean a majority of those en- 
titled to vote for representatives, a very serious difficulty at once 
presents itself, and it isthis, how are we to ascertain how many 
citizens there are in the State entitled to vote for representatives. 

If it were now necessary for us to determine, whether the amend- 
ments submitted at the last August election had been ratified by a 
majority of all the citizens of the State who were then entitled to 
vote for representatives, we could' not settle the question at all, be- 
cause we have no means of ascertaining how many that number 
was. ltistrue we may know what was the number of those enti- 
tled to votefor representatives at the time of the taking of the 
census in 1850, but that will not enable us to determine what the 
number was at the last August election, because it may have been 
incréased or diminished by thousands since thecensus was taken. 
To make the case stillstronger, suppose these amendments had 
been submitted in 1849. will any one say that we could then bave 
even approximated the number of those entitled to vote for repre- 
sentatives? It thus appears, thatif we construe the expression. 
voting for representatives, to mean those entitled to vote, we will 
be involved in serious difficulties from which we cannot be extri- 
cated. 

If, on the contrary, we give to the language its plain and ob- 
vious meaning, we will meet with no difficulties whatever. It is 
easy to ascertain whether a majority of those actually voting for 
representatives have voted in favor of the amendments. To adopt 
this course is the only safe and feasible plan. The framers of our 
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constitution, doubtless, thought that in requiring amendments to 
the constitution to be ratified by a majority of those actually vot- 
ing for representatives, they had adopted the very best method. of 
obtaining the fullest expression of public sentiment. "They pre- 
sumed that all who felt any interest in regard to amendments 
of the constitution, would make known their wishes in the man- 
ner which the constitution requires, and that is by voting for rep- 
resentatives ; and if they do not think proper to avail themselves 
of the privilege of voting as the constitution directs, they are only 
inthe same situation as any other citizen who does not wish to 
avail himself of the privilege of voting in other elections. 
The constitution requires a man to vote for representatives, in. 
order that his vote may be counted against the amendments ; and 
if he does not think proper to vote for representatives, this is a 
matter optional with himself. It is true, he may thereby be pre- 
vented from voting on the amendments, but it is owing to his own 
voluntary action, and is like every other case where a man refuses 
to use the means necessary to enable him to vote. On the other 
hand, if we determine that it requires a majority of all the citi- 
zens of the State entitled to vote for representatives to ratify 
amendments to the constitution, then all the citizens of the State 
who may, from sickness or any other cause, be detained from the 
polls against their wishes, will be counted against the amend- 
ments, when, in fact, they may have been in favor of them; and 
also all who from indifference may remain at home, will in addi- 
tion be considered against the amendments. Would it not, 1 ask, 
be far more unjust to adopt à construction which would cause a 
man's vote to be counted against his real wishes, than to adopt 
that construction which would only affect those who voluntarily 
place themselves in a situation where they may be affected by re- 
fusing to vote for representatives? There is not the slightest dan- 
ger that any amendment to the constitution will ever be adopted 
which does not meet the approval of a majority of the people of 
the State. The constitution requires “that any amendment or 
amendments to the constitution may be proposed in the Senate or 
House of Representatives, and if the same shall be agreed to by 
a majority of all the members elected to each of the two Houses, 
such proposed amendment or amendments shall be entered on their 
journals, with the yeas and nays thereon, and referred to the Gen- 
eral Assembly then next to be chosen, and shall be published for 
six months previous to the time of making such choice. And if in 
the General Assembly next chosen, as aforesaid, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by two-thirds of all 
the members elected to each House, then it shall be the duty of the 
General Assembly to submit such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments to the people, in such manner and at such time as the- Gen- 
eral Assembly shall prescribe. And if the people shall approve 
and ratify such amendment or amendments by a majority of all 
the citizens of the State voting for representatives, voting in their 
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favor, such amendment or amendments shall become part of this 
constitution.” By these provisions, the framers of our constitution 
thought that they had established ample safeguards against any 
change of our constitution which would not meet with the sanc- 
tion of the majority of the people of the State. The fact that any 
amendment or amendments to the constitution have been passed 
by the successive Legislatures, and have afterwards been ratified 
by a majority of the citizens of the State who had voted for repre- 
sentatives, is surely sufficient to show that a majority of the people 
of the State approve of the amendments. I cannot imagine what 
more conclusive evidence could be desired. 1, therefore, consider 
it unnecessary to say any thing more in reference to the danger of 
our constitution being changed against the wishes of a majority 
of the people, because such apprehensions are, in my judgment, 
entirely imaginary. 

It would, perhaps, be well for us to examine what construction 
has been placed upon the language used in Sec. 3, Art. 11, of our 
constitution by former Legislatures, and thus will aid us greatly 
in coming to a correct conclusion in reference to this question. At 
the last session of the Legislature, the judiciary committee, to 
whom these amendments were referred, reported as follows : 

** Prom the foregoing it will be seen that before the amendments 
can become a part of the constitution, they must receive the sanc- 
tion of a majority of the citizens of the State voting for represent- 
atives. The committee are of opinion that the proper and, per- 
haps, only certain mode to ascertain the fact as required by the 
constitution, is to submit said proposed amendments to the vote of 
the people at the same time that the election takes place for repre- 
sentatives.” 

The report of the committee was sustained by the Legislature, 
and the amendments submitted in accordance with their recom- 
mendation. Had the committee or the Legislature entertained the 
opinion that it required a majority of those entitled to vote for rep- 
resentatives to ratify the amendments, there would have been no 
propriety in the language used in the report, and the necessity for 
submitting the amendments at the general election in August, 
would not have existed. It is not reasonable to suppose that any 
Legislature will ever submit any amendments to the people at any 
other time than an election for representatives, and, therefore, any 
arguments drawn from the supposed inconvenience of submitting 
amendments at some other time, are entirely irrelevant, and have 
no force in determining this question. Our former constitution 
contained the same language in reference to the call of a conven- 
tion which is used in our present constitution in reference to the 
ratifications of amendments. It may, perhaps, be well to see 
what construction was put upon this language by the Legislature‘ 
of 1833, which passed the act for the call of the convention which 
framed our present constitution. The question in regard to the 
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eall of a convention, was submitted to the people at the August 
election in 1833, and a majority of the citizens of the State actu- 
ally voting for representatives at that election voted in favor of 
the call of a convention. Atthe next session of the Legislature, 
Mr. Adams, from a committee to whom this subject was referred, 
reported that said committee had “ counted and compared the votes 
given for representatives and for a convention; the whole num- 
ber of votes given in the above counties for the representatives be- 
ing 89,113, of whom 52,678 have voted for a convention.” The 
committee, in the conclusion of their report, say: ** Finding a ma- 
jority of all the votes given for representatives in the State have 
been in favor of a convention, they beg leave to report that fact, 
and submit the foregoing as part of the duties assigned them." 
Nothing was said in this report which would show that the Legis- 
lature of 1833 for a moment entertained the opinion that the lan- 
guage “voting for representatives" meant any thing else than 
those who actually voted. It was a majority of the actual voters, 
and not a majority of those entitled to vote, that the Legislature 
of 1833 considered necessary to call a convention. If it required 
a majority of those entitled to vote td call a convention, what 
evidence had the Legislature that any such majority had voted for 
the call of a convention? They had no means of ascertaining 
how many citizens there were in the State at that time entitled to 
vote for representatives. That Legislature, however, put the 
same construction upon the language used in,the constitution which 
we now contend is the true construction, ań we will certainly be 
entirely safe in putting the same construction upon the language 
of the constitution which the Legislature of 1833 placed ‘upon it. 
We must consider the question definitely settledsis leBstbtive ex- 
position ; otherwise we will: be left in doubt whether the conven- 
tion which framed our present constitution was a legal and consti- 
tutional convention. When we consider the further fact that our 
present constitution was adopted, not by a majority of the quali- 
fied voters of the State, but by a majority of those who actually 
voted on the constitution, and that the convention directly refused 
to require a majority of the voters of the State, and only required 
a majority of those voting for representatives, to ratify amend- 
ments to the constitution, we may rest assured that the construc- 
tion which we place upon the expression “ voting for representa- 
tives” is the true construction. To adopt any other would involve 
us in innumerable difficulties and would be well calculated to de- 
feat the real wishes of the people. 

For these reasons, lam satisfied that the proposed amendment, 
which provides for the election of Judges and Attorneys General 
by the people, having received 68,676 out of the 118,270 cast for 
representatives has been ratified and approved, as Sec. 3, Art. 11, 
of the constitution requires, and is now a part of the constitution 
of this State. lam satisfied that the proposed amendment in ref- 
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erence to the formation of new counties, having received only 49,- 
381, has not been ratified and approved as the constitution re- 
quires. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

not been thus approved and ratified by the people. . 

Then if my construction of said section of the constitution is 
wrong, and the true construction be, that all that is necessary for 
the ratification of a proposed amendment be that a majority o 
those actually voting forrepresentatives shall vote for said amend- 
ment, it does not appear that a majority of those actually voting 
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for representatives in the recent election have voted for said 
amendment. 

Then let either construction be the true one, it does not affirma- 
tively appear that said amendment has been in accordance there- 
with ratified and approved by the people; and believing that it 
should be made affirmatively and clearly, beyond doubt, eavil or 
conjecture, to appear that an amendment has been ratified and ap- 
proved by the people, in accordance with the terms and provisions 
of the constitution, before such amendment is declared part of the 
constitution. 

I, therefore, solemnly protest against the vote of the House of

Fellow-citizens of the Senate and House of Representatives : 


The Constitution of the State requires the Execütive “irom time 

o time, to give to the General Assembly information of the state 

tf the government, and to recommend to their consideration such 
measures as lie shall judge expedient” and proper. In compliance 
with this requisition of the organic law of the land, without any 
long or unnecessary exordium, I shall at ance proceed: to. discharge 


_ the high and responsible duties thus imposed. 


In the first place, the*auténtion of the-General Assembly is most 
respectfully invited tq the present aud prospective indebtedness el 
the State. . 

The liabilities of the State, asthey are termed hy the Comptroller 
of the Treasury, were, in October last, three million eight hundred 
and one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six dollars, ($3,801 ,856.) 


* 
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The credit of the State has been loaned to various railroad compa- 
nies, and bonds issued to the amonnt of óne million nine hundred 
and forty-five thousand dollars, ($1,945,000,) and should be added 
to the present liabilities; making them, in the aggregate, five million ` 
seven hundred and forty-six thousand eight hundred-and fifty-six 
dollars, ($5,746,856.) a SN 
To this amount there might be very properly added the surplus 
revenue which was received on deposit, and the faith of the State 
pledged for the safe keeping and repayment of ghe same, which 
now constitutes a part of the. capital of the Bank of Tennessee; 
and the common school fund, which is made a perpetual fund by the 
constitution. These two sums make one million five hundred and 
twenty thousand three hundred and twenty-five dollars, ($1,520,325) 
which makes the liabilities of the State, up to thistime, seven mil- 
lion two hundred and sixty-seven thousand one hundred and eigh- 
ty-one dollars, ($7,267,181.)- MC E 
The prospective liabilities which are authorized by.an act to es- 
tablish a system of internal improvements in this State, passed on 
the 11th day of February, 1852, and various other acts to aid in the 
building of bridges, will, if carried into full and successful opera- 
tion, create an additional debt of about eight million dollars more; 
which, when added to the liabilities already referred to, will make 
the whole liabilities ofthe State fifteen million twa hundred and six- 
ty-seven thousand one hundred and eighty-one dollars (15,267,181.) 
And if the internal improvement bill now under consideration be-

he entire amount received into the treasury annually from this in- 
vestment in turnpike roads is $15,106, making a nett loss to the 
State, annually, of $46,763. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
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profits arising from tlie investments made in these turnpike roads 
hy the State, is nota correct indication of investments to be made 
in future in any works of internal improvements. Eleven of these 
roads, as yet, have never declared a dividend, and tne prospect of 


their ever becoming profitable to the State, is exceedingly doubt- 
ful, from present indications. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


The abiteitiancs of ‘the State declares that ‘a well regulated sys- 
tem of internal improvements is calculated to develope the resour- 
ces of the State, and promote the happiness and prosperity of her 
citizens, therefore it ought to be encouraged by the general assem- 
bly.” Internal improvements is a subject that has been for some 
time back, and is now, exeiting a deep and lively interest among 
the people, in many portions of the State. The questions, how far 
tie State should be involved in constructing works of internal im- 
provements, and what works shall be first undertaken and comple- 
ted, must be determined, by the wisdom and sound discretion of 
Senators and Representatives, who have been selected on account 
of their superior knowledge of the local and general interest of the 
whole State. “A well regulated system of internal improvement” 
would seem to indicate that the leading and most prominent works 
calculated and intended to connect the three grand divisions of the 
State, should be first selected and completed. .Such other ‘works 
should then be undertaken as experience and the interest of the 
country might suggest. It should:be the great and primary object 
of the General Assembly to bind the State together from Johnson 
to Skelby, qy railroads or other improvemen)}s which would accom- 
plish thé great end, making us one and the same people in com- 
merce, agriculture and mechanics. A system like this, connecting 
itself with other important works beyond the Jimits of the State, 
would seem to accomplish the design of the constitution. While it 
is the duty of the legislature, under the constitution, to foster and 
encourage ‘a well regulated system of internal improvements,” it 
should be extremely careful in not undertaking to many works at 
the same time, and thereby dividing the energies of the State and 
individuals to that extent which would cause delay and failure ir 
many of them, and at the same time result in great loss and useless 
expenditure of the people's substance. The system should always 
be so regulated as not to involve the State in heavy liabilities beyond 
what can at all times be met when they fall due, by the treasury, 
with promptness, without having to resort to heavy and oppressive 
taxation-on the great mass of the people. ‘The General Assembly 
should, and no doubt will, be exceedingly careful in not giving leg- 
islation, which is connected with the internal improvenients of the 
country, that direction which will have a tendency to lesser’ or im- 
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“pair the public credit and honor of the State at home or abroad. : 
— The duties imposed on the Executive by the laws which have 
been heretofore passed, or which may be hereafter passed, by the 
legislature, extending the aid of the State to works of internal im- 
provement, will be discharged by him with strict fidelity.

PUBLIC. ROADS. . . 


Qur whole system of public roads is exceedingly-defective, per- 
haps more so than in any.other State in the Union, imposing. the 
burden of keeping it ap upon that portion of our fellow-citizéns 
least able to bear it, and who have’ the "least use for it after it is 
kept up. Many persons are compelled to work on the public roads 
many days in- thè year, who have not the time to spare to do so, 
withont pay, and the necessities of whase' families need the pro- 
ceeds of their entire labor for their support? while on the other 
hand there are many who are exempt by law from working on the 
public roads, who are either able physically to work them, or pe- 
cuniarily to'pay for having it'doae, and who derive thé greatest 
benefit fróm good roads when they ar& made, by the enhanced val- 
ue good roads impart to their property, and ‘by increasing the com- 
forts and facilities of traveling ever them. ' In view of .changiug or 
modifying our present system, I most respectfully call your atten- 
tion to. the system of keeping up public roads in the States of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, where property and other taxes are levied for 
the purpose of keeping up the public roads and. highways, and 
thereby carrying out the principal, that tbe individual who derives 
the greatest benefit from having them kept up; and in proper con- 
dition for the traveling public, sball pay correspondingly for the 
benefits thus conferrea.. All persons sliould contribute io the sup- 
port of. the government ander which they live, in proporiion to the 
protection they may receive from it. Our present road. system, it 
must be conceded by all, operates most unjustly. and ‘unequally up- 
on the great mass of the poeple, and ought tobe changed. 1 there- 
fore recommend to your consideration the propriety of so changing 
or modifying the present system aś to conform it tothe require- 
ments ot thé public judgment and wants of the country, and that 
it be done during thé present session of the legislature. - i 


“EDUCATION. - 


The members of the Getieral Assembly and the Executive of the 
State, in entering upon:the discharge of their official duties, en- 
gaged to perforrn and obey the solemn obligations imposed on them 
by the constitution of the State. ‘The framers of the constitution, 
from # high sense of their inoral.obligation to the whole people, and 
with a thorough knowledge of the great importance of the want 
of an efficient system for educational purposes, declared in 1834, 


— 
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in the most emphatic language, that “ knowledge, learning and vir- 
‘tue, being essential to the preservation of republican institutions 
and the diffusion of the opportunities and advantages of education 
throughout the different portions of the State, being highly condu- 
cive to the promotion of this end, it shall be the duty of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, in all future periods of this governmont, to cherish 
literature and science.” a i 

It must be apparent to all, that our present system of common 
school education falls very far short of coming up to the imperative 
commands of the constitution. Ifthe.law establishing our system 
of common schools had been perfect in all its détails, the common 
school fund has been heretofore wholly inadequate to put it into 
practical and efficient operation throughout the State.. At the pre- 
sent period, and for a long time past, our common schools have been 
doing little or no good, but, on the contrary, have, in many instances, 
and in different parts of the country, b2en rather in the way than 
otherwise, preventing the people from getting up and having schools 
upon their own responsibility, and at their own expense. The time 
has surely arrived when the legislature and the people should lay 
hold of this important subject with a strong and unfaltering hand. 
All very readily concur in the opinion that something ought to be 
done to promote the cause of education, and still there are no ef- 
fective steps taken. All who entertain any personalor State pride 
must feel deeply wounded when they are told by the recent census 
that Tennessee, though the fifth State in the Union in many of the 
great elements necessary to make lier one of the proudest and most 
respected, stands last and lowest on the list of education, save one 
of all the States composing this confederacy. "The great difficulty 
that seems to have been in the way,and the excuse for doing noth- 
ing more than we have.done, is, that we have had no means, and 
that our school fund was too small to do more than we have done. 
If we are sincere in what we profess for the cause of education, we 
should, without hesitation, provide means to accomplish it. There 
is one way, if no other, that the children of the state can be edu- 
cated, which is obvious to all, and that is to levy and collect a tax 
from tbe people of the whole State, or to authorize the county 
courts, separately, to do so in their respective counties, in such 
manner as may be deemed by them most acceptable,to the people, 
sufficient in amount, when added to our present school fund, to give 
life and energy to our dying or dead system of common school ed- 
ucation. We sheuld at once make such additions to our school 
fund as will make itlarge enough to vitalize the cause of common 
schools, and thereby make.its influence felt in every family through- 
out the State. 

While there are millions being appropriated to aid in the various 
works of internal iuiprovement, can there be nothing done for ed- 
ucation? While we are erecting magnificent State edifices, with 
niches and rotundas accommodated to the reception of fine statues 
and gorgeous paintings—the exterior presenting all the grandeur of 
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carved and niassive columns which architectural ingenuity can in- 

verit or display—the base of the building to be finished with a suit- 
- able terrace, together with public grounds handsomely enclosed and 
laid out in promenades, as taste and extravagance may suggest, 
and then to be studded over with monuments and works of statua- 
ry, in imitation of Oriental splendor and folly, and which will, in 
all, when completed in a corresponding style to the main strüc- 
ture, cost the people of the State not less than a million and a 
half or two million of dollars—I repeat the inquiry, while all these 
things are being done by the legislature, and that too at the public 
expense, can there be nothing done to advance the great cause of 
education? — ; 

Upon the increase and diffusion of education among the great 
mass of the people, and the elevation of labor, depends, to a very 
great extent, the perpetuity of our free institutions. I feel that I 
cannot too strongly and too earnestly press the importance of this 
subject upon your consideration. Let us now, if possible, commence 
the work in good faith, and carry out the high behest of the consti- 
tution, and the rising generation will realize the benefits that will 
necessariiy flow from it. It will develop,.in its benign operation, 
the intellect of our children, and qualify them for all the useful 
pursuits of life. It will be worth far more to them than the accn- 
mulated wealth of the world combined. * l 

In concluding my remarks upon this important subject, I will call 
to my aid the language of another, which much more fully and for- 
cibly expresses the value and importance of éducation than anything : 
that may or can be said by me: “ Education is a-companion which 
no misfortune can suppress—no clime destroy—no enemy alienate 
—no despotism enslave. At home, a friend; abroad, an introduc- 
tion ; in solitude, a solace ; in society, an ornament. It lessens vice, 
it guards virtue, it gives at once a grace and government to genius. 
Without it, what is man? a splendid slave! a reasoning savage! 
vascillating between the dignity of an intelligence derived from 
God, and the degradation of brutal passion." E 

The cause of education is now submitted to the. Senators and 
Representatives of the people, to be disposed of as they, in their 
best judgment, may deem most conducive to the public good. . 


TAX ON MERCHANTS. © - 


There is some complaint with the mercantile interest, in conse- 
quence of the unequal and diacriminating operation of our revenue 
laws regulating merchants’ license. The complaintis not without 
some foundation and good cause on their part. The law, as it now 
stands, requires all wholesale and retail dealers in merchandise in 
this State to first pay into the Treasury of this State one-half of, 
one per cent. on the invoice cost of all goods vended by them. ‘The 
main cause of complnint, as I.uuderstand it; is, that in the first 
place, the wholesale merchant, by the revenue law, is required to 
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first pay into the treasury the half of one per cent., or fifty cerits 
on the hundred dollars. After the tax is paid by him isto the trea. 
sury, the retail merchant then purchases the same goods of him 
and takes them to another establishment, in or out of the county 
where purchaged, as the case may be, and vends them again; for 
which he is required to pay one half of one per cent., or fifty cents 
on the hundred dollars, into the treasury; which is one per cent. 
paid to the State for the goods thussold. By this process it will be 
perceived that the State lays a double tax on the goods purchased 
from the wholesale dealer within the limits of the State. The bu- 
siness retail dealer has no difficulty in understanding the operation, 
and finds it to his interest to go beyond the limits of the State to 
make his purchases, and thereby save the one half of one per cent. 
in the purchase of his goods. or fifty cents on every hundred dal- 
lars. It mnst be obvious to all business men, that if the wholesale 
dealer is required first to pay the tax into the treasury, that when 
the retail merchant buys of him he must pay it back, and then when 
he makes sale of the goods, he must pay a like amount into the 
treasury ; whichis practically compelling the country merchant to 
. pay & double tax to the State on the same goods; which, as a mat- 
ter of course, makes it his interest to go beyond the limits of the 
State to make his purchases, and become the customer of the for- 
eign wholesale dealer, instead of the wholesale dealer at home; 
and to that extent operates against our own commercial cities and 
commercial men. " 

It is most manifest to my mind that the practical effect of the 
revenue law, as it now stands, regulating merchants’ license, is to 
discriminate against the merchant at home and in favor of the 
one abroad. The subject is, therefore, submitted to your considera- 
tion, with the hope that the law will be so modified as to place the 
mercantile interest of the State on an equal footing and in a field 
o fair competition with a. like interest of the other States of the 

nion. 


BANKS. EP E" 


The Bank of Tennessee is represented, in a report made by the 
President to the General Assembly on the 10th day of October last, 
as being in a sound and prosperous condition. While the Bankis 
undergoing an investigation by a committee appointed by the Jeg- 
ialature for that purpose, I will refrain from expressing any opinion 
in regard to its present condition, or making any definite recom- 
mendation as to what course the General Assembly: ought to take 
in reference to its future management, more than, however, barely 
to suggest that the present would be a very auspicious time to put 
the principal and all the branch banks into gradual liquidation; giv- 
ing ample and reasonable time to all persons who are indebted to 
the institution to make arrangements for paying-the amount they 
owe. The process of winding it up at thé’ present time can be 
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made so gradual and easy as not to embarrass the indebted portion 
of the community in the smallest degree. — - <; '- l 

A number of Banks have gone into operation under a law passed 
by the last General Assembly, and others, no doubt, will’ soon com- 
mence; which will more than supply the vacuüm created by the 
withdrawal of the Bank of Ténnessee, and furnish all the banking , 
facilities needed by the whole business'portion of the country. As 
the capital of the bank is withdrawn, it can be profitably invested 
in the bonds of the State, bearing an interestiof six për cent. per 
annum, which will be the safest and ‘most judicious ‘investment 
that can be made with the common school and other funds which 
are now in the Bank of Tennessee and under the control of.the 
State. . . U toc n i 

If the State can; in any reasonable time, dispose of the stock 
owned in the Union and Planters’ Banks upon good terms, or all 
other stocks ownied by the State, it would be equally wise, safe and 
judicious to make'a like investment with the proceeds. of such 
stocks in the’six per cent. bonds.of the State. The number of.in- 
ternal improvement works which have been commenced, and. which 
are entitled to aid by law from the State, and the great number ôf 
others that are to be commenced, which will require the issuarice of 
a large amount of State bonds, amounting to-many millions of 
dollars, will absorb the entire capital of the State'Bank and all the 
stocks owned by the State, if they are invested in the bonds of the ` 
State, as already indicated’; which investment, in my judgment, 
will be far safer and more profitable in the end than in any bank, 
State or private. 2 ' 
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PÉNITENTIARY) ` 


This institution has so far failed in all-the leading objects of ‘its 
creation. The confinement of persons within the prison house or 
prison walla of a penitentiary, with the view of: reforming them in 
their moral character, has been proven by all experience to be a 
great error, and it is not now'contended for as a reforming imstitu- 
tion by 'any:one who has become at all familiar with the subject. 
There is-not one in every thousand convícts' whose moral condition 
is improved by such imprisonment; but, on the- contrary, most of 
them, if not all; are made worse than they were béfore, and beconie 
more confirmed in crime.’ ` 207 wot tom s oce 
. Upon the subject of conviets becoming teformed by penitentiary 
imprisonment and. association, Dr. John S. Young, former Secre- 
tary of State, ih an able and' elaborate report made on the 15th of 
September, 1845, to the Commissioners of Public Buildings, and by 
them submitted to the Legislature, used the following language: 
“I am entirely skeptical on, the subject of reforming ‘convicts. hy 
teaching them mechanical trades ; little or no good results from it. 
Whén the convict léaves the prison, he lays déwn his eap; and with 
it his trade. He looks back upon both às the badges of his dib- 
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grace, and the companions of his imprisonment; he aims to some- 
thing else which he considers better than his trade, or returns to 
the re-commission of crime. The trade, in most instances, as I be- 
lieve, serves to better qualify the villian withoutreforming the man. 
Those who would attempt the moral reformation of the felon must 
employ other means. They must bear in mind, that three fourths 
of those who are stained with crime can neither read nor write. 
The mind mustbe cultivated in order to produce those genial in- 
fluences which are calculated to remove vicious inclinations and 
base propensities, and give place to proper sensibilities and cor- 
rected feelings, from which altered intentions and virtuous actions 
must spring.” 

The trial, conviction and sentence by the court of persons to 

the penitentiary for violation of the laws, has had no restraining 
influence whatever on immorality, and carries little or no terror to 
the mind of the evil doer. The announcement in the court-house 
yard that such a person has.been sentenced for so many years’ 
imprisonment, is received with no alarm, but, on the contrary, 
with great indifference; and it is the frequent remark that it is 
better for the individual who has just been sentenced to so many 
years’ confinement— it will be far better for him. He will, while 
there, be enabled to learn a good trade, and will live better there 
than he ever did before. The sheriff then prepares with his guards 
- and starts with the convict for the penitentiary, making rather the 
impression, as he leaves, upon the mind of many spectators, that 
the prisoner has done well in obtaining a travelling trip of plea- 
sure and a money-making business for the sheriff and .his escort, 
‘and he in the end to be made one of the mechanics of the coun- 
try. In fine, on these two points, it will be readily perceived, the 
penitentiary reforms no one after he is confined within its walls; 
and the sentence of the court and confinement together, deters no 
ene from a violation of thelaws of the land. 

In the next place, the system has fallen far below the expenses 
incurred in the erection of the establishment, and the annual cost 
of carrying it on, up to the present time. Upon a close examina- 
tion of allthe items properly chargeable to the institution, after 
giving full credit for all that it is entitled to, there will still be 
found a deficit of not less than one hundred ‘thousand dollars— 
probably much more. Ihave obtained sufficient data from Mr. 
Love, the principal book-keeper, who has appeared very accom- 
modating and much disposed to afford every lacility in his power 
to remove all difficulty in getting at the true financial condition of 
the institution, together with a report recently made by the Comp- 
troller to the Senate, showing how much has been paid out of the 
treasury for the conveyance of convicts tothe penitentiary, to sat- 
isfy my mind that the State has incurred a heavy loss by the pen! 
tentiary. It will take but little investigation of this subject to sat- — 
isfy any discerning mind that the penitentiary system exerts no 
beneficial moral influence on society, in or out of the Penitentiary, 
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and that itis now, and has been, an incubus on the treasury, and 
will most likely continue so, unless the whole establishment under- 
goes a thorough change. i re 
While the institution has failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation. the manner in which it has been conducted has been 
made to operate injuriously upon the mechanical interest of the 
country. It has been made practically a State mechanic institute, 
fostered and sustained by the treasury of the State; and brought 
into direct competition with the mechanics of the country to the. 
extent of its entiré operation. The conditions upon" which per- 
sons are admitted into this State mechanic institute, are very discrim- 
inating and invidious in their character. Before the candidate can 
obtain admission to the high privilege of being employed in this 
institution, at any one of the branches of business carried on there, 
he must first commit the horrid crime of murder, arson, larceny, 
rape, or some other one of the offences violative of law. He must 
then stand a. trial in some of our courts of justice, and then receive 
a certificate from the presiding judge that these facts are all true, 
and in addition to this, he must be accompanied by the high sheriff 
of the county and his retinue to the State Mechanic Institute. Hav- 
ing arrived, his credentials are presented, and such.other evidence 
as may be required, that he is a fit and worthy candidate, having 
passed through the ordeal necessary and proper to his qualification 
for admission. Heis' then received by the proprietor of the in- 
stitute, and safely conducted to the stone mason's, sculptor’s, or 
some other department, and there begins his new vocation of re- 
ducing the rough and unpolished marble to shape ' and- fashion. 
The hands that are yet crimson with the blood of the unoffending, 
are made to ply the mallet and chisel, as did Socrates, the Grecian 
philosopher and statesman—perhaps, too, in the course of his ser- 
vitude, with the same guilty hand; to engrave unon the tomb of 
the departed and illustrious dead the lines which are intended to 
indicate to the inquiring living their many virtues and exalted 
worth. And so, also, with all the other departments that are car- 
ried on in this institution ; there might be similar illustrations 
made in reference to tailors,;; shoemakers, hatters, blacksmiths, 
wagon-makers, &c., &c. i ; aos 
The State, by the establishment of this institution, and the pas- 
sage of Juws to sustain it, gathers from every county in the State 
all the incorrigible offenders who arc known to the law, ¿and after 
collecting them within the walls of the penitentiary, embarks in all - 
the branches of mechanism, and openly enters the field of compe- 
tition with the mechanics of the country. The mechanics’ outside 
of the penitentiary.are required by all the obligations of good cit- 
izens, in peace as well as in war, to submit to taxation to "sustain 
the government under which they live, and at the same time com- 
‘pete with the State in their own branches of ‘business. This poli- 
cy of the State, in carrying on the. branches: of, mechanism, and 
the employment of all the-felons of the country at them, has’a direct 
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tendency to degrade the mechanics of the country as a body. Felon 
and mechanic, crime and mechanism, from their close. association, 
become corresponding terms in the public mind. The felons after 
having served out their time, are turned loose upon the country, to 
mix with the mechanics as best they may, and perchance to be- 
come inmates of their families, and companions in their shops. Is 
it right that this description of our population should be thrown 
upon, and associated with the honest and industrious mechanics 
of the State, either in person or profession? - There-is an: instine- 
tive repugnance in the bosom of all honorable men, and it. is re- 
duced to practice by nearly all those who have charge of our cem- 
eteries, by excluding the felon from being associated with us even 
in the grave. If itis degrading.to be associated with a felon after 
we are dead, it must be much more so to be. associated with him 
while we are iiving. 

In conclusion, upon this subject, I must be permitted to make one 
earnest appeal, and that is, for the legislature to so direct.the fu- 
ture management of the affairs of the penitentiary, by their legis- 
lation, as to protect this large and respectable portion of our fel- 
low-citizens from this degrading association and competition, by 
excluding all the branches of mechanism from the penitentiary. 


JUDICIARY. 


The true foundation of our Judiciary is to be found in the Bill of 
Rights, which was adopted by the sovereign peọple in the year 
1796, and was, in the year 1834, re-affirmed. In the 17th section, 
they have declared in the most emphatic manner, “that all courts 
shall be open, and every man for an injury done him, in his lands, - 
goods, person or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of 
law, andright and justice administered without sale; denial or-de- 
lay.” “Right and justice’ is tobe ‘administered without sale, 
denial or delay”—this is laid down as the basis, as the foundation 
of our whole system of jurisprudence ; and it is imperative on the» 
legislature in the organization of our courts to conform them to the 
principles herein laid down. To a correct understanding .of the 
kind of courts to be established, we should first determine what is 
meant by the terms “right and justice,” as used in the.bill of rights. 
The most approved authors define the term right: .“Conformity to 
human laws, or to other human standards: of. truth, propriety or 
justice.” “Justice-_the constant and perpetual disposition to ren-. 
der every man his due,” &c. In this connection we might consider: 
the meaning of equity also. In an enlarged and legal view, 
“Equity, in its true and genuine meaning, isthe soul and spirit of 
the law.” Inthis, “equity is made synonymotis. with justice.” 
Right, justice and equity, according to common sense;and the best, 
authorities, mean the same thing. Whenitcomesto establishing 
a court or a tribunal, or it may be called by any other name, which 
is intended as a standard by which the precise - difference. cam be. 
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determined between the contending parties, it is. imperative on the 
legislature to establish that standard which will accomplish thé 
great end, as designed in the bill of rights, and if: it were_possible 
to so organize our courts, that when parties eame into them to 
have their differences adjusted, for the court and jury to ascertain 
what is the precise equity between the parties, and then to deter- , 
mine that as the law of the case, “equity being the soul and spirit 
of the law"—in other words, making the equity of the case, fhe > 
law of the case. Taking the bill of rights as the foundation for our 
eourts, the inquiry very naturally arises as to whether oür courts, 
as now established, under the sixth section, first article of the 
constitution, are in conformity with the prineiples herein laid down. 
This article says, “the judicial power of the State shall be vested 
in one supreme court, in such inferior courts às the legislature: 
shallordain and establish." "This provision of the constitution 
would seem to give great latitude to the legislature in the organi- 
zation of the courts. But the exeicise of this power by the legis- - 
lature must be in strict conformity with the principles laid down 
inthe billof rights. The bill of rights being the better part of the 
constitution is paramount. s i 

In all questions of apparent conflict between the bill of rights 
and the constitution, they should be reoonciled and made to har- 
monize,if possible; but where there is a final repugnance; the con- ` 
stitution must give way, it bearing the same relation to the bill of 
rights that alaw does to'the constitution. Hence, in the organi- 
zation of the courts, the legislature has no authority under the 
sixth article, to depart from this great and fundamental principle, 
as laid down in the bill of rights, or the better part of the’ consti- 
tution. ' l l i e 

Under the constitution of 1796; judges of the supreme and in- 
ferior courts were appointed by the legislature to office, during 
good behavior. The legislature conferred upon the courts’ chan- . 
cery and law jurisdiction; which was exercised by them for thirty- 
eight years; or till 1835. The people, after making this experi- 
ment, beeame well satisfied that our judicial system was exceed- 
ingly defective, falling far short of carrying out the great princi- 
ples, as contemplated in the billof rights. — — . : 

` In 1884, the people again, in convention, so changed the consti- - 

tution as to make it more in conformity with the great idea of right 
and justice, by changing the temure of all judicial officers from 
that of life to a term of years, and at the same time referring back 
many other elections to themselves which had been given up -in 
the constitution of 1796. __ 9-4 l pi e 

"These changes in the ċonstitution have been effected, in part, for 
the purpose of conforming the.courts of the country, in their whole 
structure, to-the wants and necéssities of the people. There has 
been evident dissatisfaction with the courts of the country for a- 
number of years past. The people find fault with the judges, 
complain of lawyers, and sometimes condemn jurors, affording 
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conclusive evidence that thereis a wrong somewhere. Delay, ex- 
pense and perplexity of mind on the part of the litigants—confi- 
dence in the courts much impaired in the public estimation. Un- 
der our present system, an individual goes into what is termed a 
court of law, to obtain justice in some matter of controversy, and 
after much time is spent and expensesincurred, he comes out of 
law with a long billof costs to pay, and if he complains of the 
proceeding, he is told that his case was a good one, but he was uri- 
fortunate in bringing his action in the wrong court; that his rem- 
edy is notin law, butin chancery. Another individual brings his 


suit in a court of chancery, and after a like delay of time and trou- 


ble in filing bills and hearing answers, he is turned out of court 


with a long bill of cost and charges to pay, and he is consoled in. 
the same way by telling him his case is a good one, but his reme-. 


dy is not in chancery, but in a court of law, there being no equity 
in his case; and in this way parties are kept oscillating from a 
court of chancery to a court of law, and from a court of law. to a 
court of chancery, until, in the end, if the end ever comes, the sub- 
stance of the partiesis, in many instances, consumed, and the 
gainer of the suit is frequently the loser, and the unfortunate party 
goes intoiminediate bankruptey.—This is the manner in which 
law and equity is adininistered under our present system of juris- 
prudence, which, in fact,is the great cause of complaint of the 
parties who go into our courts to obtain justice and a want of 
confidence on the part of the people in the courts of law and chan- 
cery. 

Upon this subject I shall take high ground, and assume that the 
courts can be so organized, that law and equity can be administer- 
ed by the same court, by the same judgeand jury, and at the same 
time, and that, too, without “sale, denial or delay." Let the courts 
of law and chancery be blended or converted into one court, (it is 
not material by what name you call it)—or, in other words, let the 


law and the.equity of the case be heard by the court and jury at 


the same time—let the parties, if necessary, beexamined in open ' 


court—let all the restraints and barriers be removed—all false is- 

sues and collateral questions be thrown aside, and the cause tried 

upon the naked merits involved, and thereby administer “right and 

e ed to the contending parties, and let them go hence without 
elay. 

I feel well assured that the people, throughout the State, expect 
legislative action upon this subject before the close of your session. 
This is a most propitious time for bringing about the change in our 
judiciary, as indicated, the people having removed all constitution- 
al difficulties that were in the way, by the adoption of the recent 
amendments to the constitution. Thereis now a bill before your 
honorable body, entitled a bill, “To abridge and simplify the plead- 
ings, practice and proceedings in the courts of justice in this State,” 
which will,if passed into a law, accomplish much in conforming 


the praetice in the courts to the requirements of.the bill of rights 
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and the wants of the people. : In recommending this bill to-ybür ` 
fayorable consideration; ór-some one'very similar in: its provisions, :

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


The resolution adopted by your honorable body, on the 5th inst., 
requesting * His Excellency the Governor to inform the House 
whether any bonds of the State have been issued to the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia Railroad company, the amount of said bonds, 
and by what authority issued,” would have been responded to before 
this period had it not been for indisposition, which has confined me 
a considerable portion of my time to my room and bed. 

A portion of the information asked forin your resolution can be 
found by reference to the 13th and 39th pages of the Comptroller's 
report, which was made to the Legislature some time in the month 
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of October, 1858. The main object of your resolution is, I pre- 
sume, to ascertain the amount of -bonds that have been issued to 
to the East Tennessee and Georgia railroad company since my 
connection with the Executive Department. The amount of State 
bonds issued to said company is one hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars, which the records: will show. to all persons who may think 
proper to examine them. x 
These bonds were issued to the East Tennessee and Georgia 
. railroad compony, under the 10th and 15th sections of-an act 
passed on the 11th day of February, 1852, entitled “ an act to es- 
tablish a system of internal ‘improvements in this State.” Soon 
after my installation as Executive, Mr. Campbell Wallace, the 
President of said company, made application for the issuance of 
bonds under the 10th and 15th sections of the act hereinbefore re- 
cited. The Executive took up the statute and the application 
for the bonds and gave them a careful and critical examination, 
bringing to his aid those, rules for the construction of statutes 
known to the legal profession, and after deliberate consideration : 
came to the conclusion that the company was legally entitled to 
one hundred and thirty thousand dollars in bonds; it being the 
amount of debt incurred for the necessary iron rails, spikes, equip- 
ments, &c., by said company, bona fide and before the passage of 
the before recited act. ES 
The Executive. had been informed that application had been 
made to his predecessor by said company for the issuance of bonds, 
and that the application had been by him refused. He was also 
informed, that the opinion of various gentlemen of high legal at- 
tainments had been given in favor of the issuance of said bonds. 
Examination.has been made, with the aid of the Secretary of State, 
for these opinions, but they cannot be found in any of the files in 
the Executive Department, nor can there be any evidence found in 
the Executive books orregister that the said company ever did ap- 
ply for the bonds referred to. These facts being understood, 
caused the Executive to be exceedingly careful in all the steps he 
was about to take in reference to said application for the issuance 
of bonds. - He, therefore, called upon the Attorney General, who 
is, by the act of 1835, made the adviser of the Executive in all 
legal questions, and required, when called upon, to give his opin- 
; lon in regard to the manner in which the law shall be executed. 
The opinion of the Attorney General as required was given; a 
copy of which is herewith transmitted and made a part of this 
message. The opinion of the Attorney General is methodical, 
clear, concise and cogent, being entirely consonant with the opin- 
lon of the Executive, and is by him endorsed, and adopted as the 
correct interpretation of the 10th-and 15th sections of the act here- 
inbefore recited. i "s 
In addition to this, your attention is most. respectfully directed 
to some very important facts connected with this subject. In the 
first place, you are referred to the 11th section of “an act to char- 
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ter Owen and Winstead turnpike company,” passed the 30th of 
January, 1850, a portion of which is as follows: “ That so much 
of the act of the 4th of February, 1848, as requires the Governor 
of the State to endorse and guarantee the bonds of the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia railroad company, to the amount of three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars be, and the same is hereby re. 
pealed, and instead of said endorsement and guarantee, and for 

the purpose of aiding in the completion of the East Tennessee- 
and Georgia railroad, it shall be the duty of the Governor of the 

State, and he is hereby required, whenever he ia satisfied that seid 

railroad company has so far progressed in the construction. of said 

road as to make it prudent and proper to procure the iron rails and 

equipments, for completing the same in sections of forty miles or 

more. Then, and in that case, he is hereby authorized and re- 

quired to issue coupon bonds of the State for an amount sufficient 

to pay for the iron rails and equipments, to be placed on the sec- 

tions which have been so far progressed with. * A AA 

And in like manner, whenever additional sections of not less than 

twenty miles in extent shall likewise be so far progressed with as 

to make it prudent and proper to procure and pay for the iron 

rails and equipments for completing the same, it shall be the duty 

of the Governor to issue the bonds of the State for a sufficient 

amount to finish such additional section, until the whole line of 

road, from Dalton to the Tennessee river has been completed, un- 

der the same rules and upon the same conditions as provided for 

to enable said company to complete the first section."  ** Provi- 

ded, however, that the whole amount of ‘bonds which the Gover- 

nor of the State is authorized to issue to said company, shall not 

exceed the sum of three hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 

the amount of said endorsement and guarantee as aforesaid for the 

completion of said road from Dalton to the Tennessee river." 

It will be very readily perceived from this act, that the General 
Assembly set ont with the principle that the State was to issu 
bonds sufficient in amount to pay for the iron rails and equip 
ments, to be placed on the East Tennessee and Georgia rail- 
- road from Dalton to the Tennessee river; and that the three hur- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars was considered at the time sufi- 
cient in amount for that purpose; hence the proviso restricting 
the Governor in the issuance of the bonds to the three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars.- Under the 14th section, the Governor w& 
authorized to appoint a faithful agent whose duty it was to take 
control of the bonds of the State, so as to see that the same was 
applied to the payment of the railroad iron and equipments, inclt 
ding engines and cars for the railroad company above named. ‘Dr. 
J. G. M. Ramsey, of Knoxville, was appointed agent by the Gov 
ernor, who took charge of the bonds and disposed of them as the 
law directed, and they were not sufficient in amount to purchast 
the iron rails, chairs, spikes, equipments, &c., and he reported tha 
fact to the Legislature of 1851-2, which report can be found in th 
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appendix, page 201, to the House Journal of 1851-2. In that re- 
port, Dr. Ramsey makes the following statement: . 

"It was ascertained that the State loan itselfwas insufficient in 
amount to purchase tlie iron and equipments necessary to put the 
road in successful operation from Dalton, Georgia, to the Tennes- 
see River, as the act under which I received my appointment evi- 
dently contemplated. And it was considered essential to-the in- 
terest of the State and other stockholders, as well as to the busi- 
ness and commerce of the country, that the road sKould at once 
tap that stream, and thus extend its benefits through it simultane- 
ously tothe whole of East Tennessee. Unwilling that the road 
should stop, even for a time, short of that point, the Board of Di- 
rectors wisely determined to issue bonds and stock of the compa- 
ny to be used in conjunction with the State fund in making the 
purchases necessary to finish and equip the road to Blair's Fer-_ 
I Ei 1 , 
oe this report it will be seen that the amount of bonds issued 
by the State were insufficient to procure the iron, chairs, equip- 
ments, &c., as contemplated in the 11th section of tbe act already 
referred to. The Legislature of 1851-2, with these facts before 
them, passed the general internal improvement law, containing the 
10th and 15th sections already recited. The 15th section ‘pro- 
vides that should any of the companies hereinbefore enumerated, 
have bona fide, and before the passage of this act, purchased or 
otherwise contracted for,-upon their own credit, the necessary iron 
rails, spikes, equipments, &c., for their road or roads, or any sec- 
lion or sections thereof, the bonds o! the State shall be issued to 
said company or companies: as hereinbefore prescribed. . 

The East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad being one of the 
roads enumerated in the 10th section, would make it seem that the 
15th section was intended especially to provide for the payment of 
the debt which had been incurred by said company, as reported by 
Dr. Ramsey to the General Assembly, and more especially so, 
when we examine the papers ón file in the Executive Department, 
which show that bonds have been issued to the Memphis and 
Charlestor, Railroad, under the general provisions of the internal 
Improvement law, and not the 15th section, leaving the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia Railroad Company alone entitled to the provis- 
ions of the said 10th.and 15th sections. 

The Executive being fully sustained by the Attorney General, 
(his legal adviser) together with the Legislative history, in the 
conclusion he had formed; and the company having otherwise 
complied with the requirements of the statute, hetherefore issued 
the bonds to the President of said company, and took his receipt 
lor the same, which is entered upon the books in this office,

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OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


In the matter of the application of the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad Company for bonds of the State according to the 
provisions of the act of 1852, chap. 151. 

The East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company make ap. 
plication to the Governor for the issuance of one hundred and thir- 
ty thousand dollars of the bonds of the State upon the ground that 
the Company, prior to the passage of the act of 1852, chap. 151, 
had, by means of their own credit aud other resources, purchased 
for their road iron rails, chairs, spikes and equipments of that val- 
ue, and that under and by virtue of the first proviso to the 15th sec- 
tion of said act, said company is entitled to the bonds of the State 
to that extent upon the other terms specified in the act. . 

The first nine sections of the act provide for the issuance of the 
bonds of the State to the East Tennessee and Virginia Railroad 
Company upon the conditions and in the manner therein specified. 
The 10th section extends the previsions of the act to.thirteen other 
road companies, ahd among them the Meniphis and Charleston 
Railroad Company and the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad 
Company. By a proviso to said section itis declared that “in no 
event shall the provisions of this act extend to or embrace mote al 
the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad than that which lies be 
tween Blair's Ferry and the city of Knoxville.” In.a previous 
part of the same section it is declared that the provisions of the 
act shall extend to the said thirteen Railroad Companies “so far as | 
the main trunk roads to be constructed by said Companies lie with 
in the limits of the State and not otherwise." ‘The first proviso to 
the 15th section is in these words: “Provided, That should any of 
the companies hereinbefore enumerated have, bona fide and belore 
the passage of this act, purchased or otherwise contracted for upon 
their own credit, the necessary iron rails, spikes, equipments, &c 
for their road or roads, or any section or sections thereof, the bonds 
of the State shall be issued to said company or companies as here- 
inbefore prescribed.” These extracts from the Statute are all that 
relate in any manner to the question presented for the considera 
tion of the Executive, and thatis, whether or not the bonds ap 
plied for by said East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company 
„may properly issue? It should be borne in mind that at the dale 
of the passage of the act, viz: 11th of February, 1852, only tw? 
of the thirteen companies enumerated in the 10th section had pur 
chased auy portion of their iron rails, &c., by means of their own 
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credit, and these were the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 'Com- 
any and the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company — 
The East Tennessee and-;Georgia Railroad has a “main tronk” 
within the State of ninety-five miles, and without the State sixteen 
miles. From the Georgia State line to Blair's Ferry is sixty-five ` 
miles, and from Blair’s Ferry to Knoxville is thirty miles. By an 
act passed by the General Assembly of 1849-50, three hundred 
Land fifty thousand dollars in the bonds of: the State were directed 
lio be issued to said Company for the purpose of enabling said 
| Company to purchase rails for the eighty-one miles South of Blair’s 
| Ferry- All these facts are necessary to be known in order to ar- 
| riveat a proper understanding of the statute so far as it relates to 
| said company. 
The first matter presented for consideration is this. Taking 
[the 10th section of the act alone doits provisions forbid the issu- 
ance of the bonds in question? If so, then does not the proviso to 
[the 15th section have the legal effect to over-ride the provisions of 
ithe 10th section, and make it the duty of the Executive tó issue 
ithe bonds? We have seen that the 10th section enumerates the 
‘various companies which shall be embraced within the provisions 
fof the act, and that the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad — 
{Company is among them; we have seen further that the $8,000 
iper mile is to be given to each company so far and to the ‘extent 
Hhat it has a main trunk road within the limits of the State. Had 
the 10th section stopped hère, the East Tennessee and Georgia | 
Railroad Company being one of those enumerated, and having a 
“main trunk road" of ninety-five miles in extent (from the Georgia ' 
State line to Knoxville,) would have been entitled to the $8,000 per 
imile to that extent. But the Legislature, in view of the fact that 
[3350,000 of bonds had been provided for the road at a previous 
session for the purpose of aiding the Company in the completion 
fof the road to Blair's Ferry, intended to negative the idea that the 
oad should have the benefit of that loan, and also the further loan 
lf $8,000 per mile for that portion of the road between the Georgia 
State line and Blair’s Ferry. In other words, it was not intended : 
that this company should have a loan of $350,000 more than any 
other company mentioned in the Act, and to prevent this construc- - 
lion—one that would have been unavoidable without some ex- 
Pression to the contrary—the provision is inserted that “in no event 
shall the provisions of the Act.extend to or embrace more of the 
ast Tennessee and Georgia Road than that part which lies be- 
tween Blair's Ferry and the city of Knoxville.” Thatistosay,the ` 
ast Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company shall not have the 
9,000 per mile for the whole extent of their main trunk road with- 
fn the limits of this State, but said Company may have the $8000 
per mile for that portion between Blair’s Ferry and the city of Knox- 
wille—T aking the 10th section altogether then, so far as it relates 
othe East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company, it may be 
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regarded as meaning this and no more, that said company, instead 
of receiving the aid given to other companies for its whole extent 
within the State, should only receive the aid given other compa- 
nies, thatis, the $8,000 per mile to the extent of the road between 
the points mentioned.—Such a construction of the 10th section 
does not bring it in conflict with the proviso to the 15th section; 
and statutes should, if possible, be so construed as that their pro- 
visions may not conflict with each other. 

But, if a contrary construction ofthe 10th section could be main- 
tained so far as to exclude the company from the issuance of 
bonds, on any account whatever, to an amount greater than the 
$8,000 per mile for that portion of the road between Blair’s Ferry 
and Knoxville, then the provision of the 10th section would be in 
direct conflict with that of the 15th section so far as this company 
is involved in the construction to be given to the Act. In that 
view of the case the’ question would arise, which proviso shall 
prevail—that in the 10th section or thatin the 15th section? It is 
& familiar and well settled rule in the interpretation of statutes 
that if there bein the same statute conflicting provisions, the last 
shall prevail over the first, so that the last shall be taken as ex- 
pressing the purpose of the Legislature. l 

The language of the proviso to the 15th section, is to the effect, 
as we have seen, that if *any one or more” of the companies enu- 
merated in the 10th section, the Kast Tennessee and Georgia Rail- 
road Company being one of them, has “with its own credit &c,- 
purchased iron rails &c., for their road orroads or any section or 
sections thereof," then the bonds of the State shall be issued &c. 
There were but the two companies, the Memphis and the Charles- 
ton and the East Tennessee and Georgia, that had, prior to the 
passage of the act, purchased iron &c., by means of their own re- 
sources. Andso far as the proviso to the 15th section is capable 
of being applied to the one, it must also be applied to the other. 

The conclusion is, that, if there be a conflict between the pro- 
viso to the 10th section and that in the 15th section, the latter must 
prevail, or if there be no conflict, then the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad Company by making it to appearin the mode in- 
dicated by the statute, i. e. by the affidavit of the Chief Engineer 
and the President of the company, that the company had "bona . 
fide and prior to the passage of the act, purchased or otherwise 
contracted for, upon their own credit, the necessary iron rails, 
spikes, equipments &c , for their road or any section or sections 
thereof, the bonds of the State,” shall issue to the company to the 
extent of the am unt so paid or agreed to be paid by the company. 
So that in either view of the subject, the company is entitled to 
the bonds. In arriving at the fotegoing conclusion, I, of course, 
look only to the Statute, and undertake to construe it by such rules 
as govern the constriction of all statutes. The Legislature must 
be taken to intend tliat which such rules of construction would 
make their acts to sighify. Beyond the act itself and the purposes 
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which it was designed to subserve, it is not proper to look. Look- 
ing to the general spirit and purpose of the act in which these pro- 
visions under consideration occur, it is manifest that the Legisla- 
ture intended to place all the.companies, to which the aid of the 
| State, in the construction of their roads, was thus extended, upon 
an equality. The act was designed to enable the companies men- 
| tioned to purchase the iron rails &c., for their roads, or, if before . 
its passage, any one or more of them, by means of their own re- 
| sonrces,.had purchased iron rails &c., to issue to such company the 
bonds of the State to that amount—whether that was equivalent 
[to or less than the $8,000 per mile. 

| The result then is, that the East Tennessee and Georgia Rail- 
toad Company is entitled under the act of 1859 to the bonds now 
| asked to be issued to said company by the President thereof.

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 


With a heart overflowing with gratitude, for the adoption 1" 4 
unanimous vote of a resolution of thanks for my “ability, ctr 
tesy and impartiality” in the administration of the dutie o 
Speaker of this House, I arise to perform the last official act ir 
cumbent on me as your presiding oflicer. Permit me, gentle: 1 
before performing that act, to return you my unfeigned ackn tt 
ments, as well for the flattering terms of the resolution referre} to 
as for the uniform friendship and courtesy I have had the hon s t 
receive at your hands. When | accepted the position to wc 
your partiality called me, at the commencement of our labo, 
did so, doubting my ability to meet your reasonable expectat 
I found the duties of the station, indeed gentlemen, more dif 
and embarrassing than I anticipated. 

When I assumed the duties of the Speakership, it was with- th 
firm resolve, that I woukl offiei4lly know no Whig, no Democré: V 
friend, no foe. To this resolve I have, to the best of my hus 
ability and judgment athered, and that I have succeeded to "! 
satisfaction, is evidenced by your unanimous vote that [ have i 
charged the various and often perplexing duties devolving 1° 
me, with impartiality. 
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Gentlemen, until frail memory shall cease to perform its func- 
tions, and I shall be consigned to the silent obscurity of the grave, 
[ will look to your. approval of my official conduct as.the proudest 
incident of my life, and will hold it in the most grateful remem- 
brance. . Eu ga 

That I have often erred, Iam not vain enough to deny or contro- 
vert. But they were errors of judgment and not of intention, and 
you have thrown over them the broad mantle of your charity and 
forgiveness, for which let me again repeat that I am most grateful. 

Many measures, gentlemen, of vast importance to the people— 
for good or for evil—have been enacted into laws, and whatever 
may have been our individual opinions as to,their expediency be- 
fore they assumed the shape of laws, all now ought to, and I have 
no doubt do unite in the patriotic hope, and desire. that they will 
redound to the honor, glory and increased prosperity of our own 
beloved Tennessee. 

Prominent among these measures are internal improvements and 
common schools, ‘Ihe Internal Improvement laws of the present 
session, have,in addition to the encouragement given two years 
ago, granted to numerous railroads in the different portions of the 
State, in the shape of State credit to an amount sufficient to-satis- | 
fy the most zealous friends of the various . projects contemplated 
inthe enactment. Ihopeon this subject, gentlemen; I may be. 
permitted to say without the imputation of egotism, that 1 was 
among the first in Tennessee to take ground in..favor of granting 
State aidin the way ' of lending her credit to railroads. And 
among the first internal improvement votes | eyer gave was for a 
bill lending the credit of the State to a railroad in East Tennessee, 
which was the first proposition of the kind that was, so far as H, 
know, ever brought before the Tennessee Legislature., In doing 
this, I yielded a willing obedience to that clause of our constitu- 
tion which requires the Legislature to encourage a well regulated 
system of internal improvements. {have in my public life ever 
aince, supported all works, wherever located, that I believed. came 
up to a well regulated system, which, of course, includes the sate- 
ly of the State from loss, as well as the sure construction of the 
contemplated enterprises. In my publie life:on this subject, I can 
truly say, in the language of a great statesmen, now no more, on 
a memorable occasion fresh in the recollections of all, that I have 
known *no.north, no south, no east, no west?  . 

Gentlemen, when the various roads to whieh State credit has 
been granted, shall have been completed, the iron horse with his 
shrill whistle; and almost lightning speed, will be seen, traversing 
the different portions of the State, conveying the numerous pro- 
ducts of the various industrial pursuits of the country to distant 
markets, and bringing in return, the luxuries of other climes as a 
rich reward for the labor of our enterprizing citizens. -Then will 
we see the husbandman cheerfully engaged in the cultivation of 
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the soil, and finding a ready market for all his surplus productions 
at remunerating prices; the sturdy, industrious mechanic, follow- 
ing his accustomed avocation for an adequate reward. When 
these things shall be realized, as it is hoped they will be, at no dis- 
tant day, we will see towns and villages springing up as if by the 
hand of magic, and the country’ advanced in population and 
wealth, to an extent hitherto unknown, and not heretofore antici- 
pated by the most far-seeing political economist. 

Closely allied to this, is the system of Common School Educa- 
tion. This Legislature has enacted a law on this subject which, 
it is hoped, now that it is on our statute book, will do something 
towards the advancement of the object contemplated. On this 
question, although from the details of the bill, 1 feared, among 
other things, that it would retard, rather than advance the cause of 
popular education, I did not give it my support; still, as on Inter- 
nal Improvements I claim, at the risk of being ‘egotistical, to be 
among the first who, in the counsels of the State, agitated the 
propriety of taxation for common school purposes. Should the 
law referred to, meet the expectations of its friends, Tennessee 
will then be one of the best of the thirty-one stars comprising our 
glorious Union. 

But, gentlemen, the liberality of this Legislature does not stop 
here. These measures are grand and magnificent, and calculated, 
if successful, to advance the great interests of the State. But no 
people who neglect their afflicted and unfortunate, who are unable 
to help themselves, can long remain great, or continue to advance 
in the arts of civilization, or receive at the hands of a beneficent 
Providence, a continuation of his blessings. Actuated by the eor- 
rectness of these views, this Legislature has made liberal appro- 
priations to all her charitable institutions. The education of the 
deaf and dumb, has been provided for, and ample provision has 
been made for the extension of the buildings for the accommoda- 
tion and treatment of the unfortunate lunatic. And the Institu- 
tion for the education of the blind, to whom life is but a continued 
scene of uninterrupted darkness, has not been forgotten. These 
latter appropriations are the result of that liberal spirit of legisla- 
tion so characteristic of Tennessee, and in accordance with the 
dictates of humanity. Who could see the deaf, the dumb, the 
blind, and the lunatie, and refuse to provide, wliat he considered, 
adequate means for the amelioration of his unfortunate condition? 
May I be permitted to say,if there lives such a man, he is not a 
Tennessean. : ! 

But, gentlemen, | must turn from these reflections, to a subject 
that is extremely painful to me. In a few minutes we must sep- 
arate, and that as a body forever. You all have your thoughts 
turned homewards, thinking of the endearments of the domestie 
circle, and in a short time will be on your way to see your families, 
friends, and constituents. Be assured, gentlemen, on parting, 
that I have no other than the kindest feelings for each member of 
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this House, and that the severence of the ties which have so long 
aubsisted between us, is one of the most painful incidents of my 
life. Andin whatever avocations you may be engaged, whether 
in the exciting scenes and vain allurements of politics; or the 
more quiet yet not less honorable pursuits of private life, you have 
my best wishes personally, for your success, and when the time 
shall arrive for you to lay down this frail tenement of clay—when 
the body has to be consigned to its mother dust, when the ties 
which bind you to earth, kindred and friends, are torn asunder. 
ard your remains are to be laid low in the ground, my fervent 
wish and prayer is that you may all be included in the welcome 
invitation of Him who died for sinners, *come unto me ye blessed 
of my Father inherit the kingdom of Heaven”; and in view of
